I N continuation of telegraphic correspondence ending with my telegram No, 54 of 
the till instant, I venture to otter a lew observations on the general situation in Pars, 
with special reference to the question of Soulet-ed-Dowleh. 

The town of Shiraz has been exceptionally quiet, in spite of the absentee of any 
real authority; I need net insist on the state of the Ispahan mad, which lias been 
closed to caravans forever two months. 'J.’lie post is robbed with monotonous regularity, 
andj. if by exception, a post gets through safely* it has only to thank the forbearance of 
the rottjers. North of Abadeh the Kuhgclus. and south of Uehbjp the Arabs, appear 
to be in undisputed j-wsflesaion of the road, Nasr-ecl Do wish, who is npw amono the 
Arabs ut Ken arc] i, seems to have lost control of them for the present. The .Tirreh 
route, under Soulet’s care, lias been safe, but is now closed to down tmllie. Without 
notifying or consulting the Ears authorities, to whom he bad given written guarantees 
for (Jie policing of Lie road, lie suddenly informed the merchants of Shiraz that, after 
sixteen days ho would tie no longer responsible for any now caravans on the Jirreh 
road. The result is the suspension of all transport trade pending the conclusion of 
jagg now arrangement with Sonlcrt, who is nowin Khan-i-Khabia; where delegates of 
the merchants have gone out to see hum It Is said that ho wishes- to change the 
Biishim road to the Firuzabad route, and to assume charge of the Ispahan road. 

The telegraph lines have been suffering much Rom iiiterrupttons, on the north by 
Arabs, on the south by Kasligafo + The behaviour of the latter round Dnstarjin, where 
they are conti riutdly cutting the wires, breaking into the telegraph oil ice, stripping the 
gholams, U far worse than in previous years. Solet promised Mr. Rill that this year 
hm tribe w<Md avoid Dastarjin on thear march northwards.

Since then, one by rmo, the different tribes of I.lie Kaflhgaie have passed, or 
ore passing, through Dosturjin, each adding \ia quota to the work of dest ruction. 
Beyond unfulfilled promi^es of preventative or punitive measures and cxjpressiona of 
I'egnd-, my raprescatations to Sou let appear co have as yet produced little effect.

IN continuation of my despatch No. 87, CWideritliib of the 3rd June, I have the 
honour t> report the following account of the further proceedings of the Russian party 
sent to arrest Dumb Miraa at Zinjim, as supplied to me by the Russian Minister, 

r Uke party remained in ibe immediate vicinity of SStiujan three days, which seems to 
have Irtjfen a finite unnecessarily long delay, hut which the officer in Command explains 
Seemed to him desirable* as the ex Mir Shikar’s forces might have attacked the town, 
Eind he wished to make It quite clear both to them and to the Governor of Zinjan that 
tho re tel liona movement had no support whatever from the Russian troops, 

Un leaving Zmjati the pfirty, thinking it wiser not to return by the same route, 
took the northerly and more circuitous road which traverses the district Jaroiu to 
Mcnujil, wlitre it joins the Resht-~Kasvin road. As they were passing through Juroin 
they were fired on from the hills, and in order to show that the party had no hostile 
intentions a few men were sent forward with white flags in skirmishing order. The 
firing, however, eon tin lied* laud a small body of Persian horsemen was observed advancing 
to take up a position on a hill not far off. The Russians then began to return the fire, 
and 1 Fit? officer in command us a matter of precaution seized the hill above mentioned. 
On arriving they found a party of nineteen Persians* who said that they were Govem- 
meni trpops. There wore aimi two dpi bodies* one of them that of Ali Khun (the 
present Mir Shikar)„ who is an Emir Ionian (generalj of the Persian army, and had 
been sent to the rebel of Zinjan. The RuKsiim officer’s account of what happened at 
liiis point is contused.

Exactly what happened at CUergp is hard to make out, M. Rbklewski'ti theory 
js that the party fell upon a skirmish between Ali Khans man and the ex-Mir Shikars 
parti,suns, rind this seem to he borne out by u statement in si letter he received from 
tliQ Perfflim Goverdmout, suiting that Ali Khun was killed by the ex-Mir Shikar, I mn 
inclined to think that thin is. the true explanation, uiid that the Slnffisovang then began 
to fire on the (’ossucks simply hi the hope of creating trouble, The affair lasted three 
hours, in tel the Cossacks fired 400 rounds. They hud no casualties, and it docn not 
appeal- that they caused any,

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different. It i# affirmed that the' Cossacks were sent in spite of the express wish of 
the Persian Government, and that at Ohergar the Russians were the aggressors and 
were responsible for the death of Ali Khan. Two of these allegations are disproved 
Irom the facts which I have repeated above., and the tint'd, that the Cossacks commenced 
the attack, appears cm tine face of it to be most improbable. The probabilities are that 
the local Persian authorities have emit imaginary accounts to conceal their own 
mcom potency, and that the Ministers here* though aware of it, dare not, in the face of 
the deep-rooted anti-Russian feeling, do anything which would give them tine appearance 
of defending the Russian account. The latter, moreover, it must be confessed, still 
requires some elucidation, 

Dumb Mirza is to be sent under escort to Russia. 

M. Poklewski does not know v hut action liis Govei^ujient will take. As the Prince 
hi is been dismissed from the army, it is possible that he cannot ho tried by court- 
martial, while a civil prosecution is obviously out. of the question, us it would bo 
impossible to produce the witnesses. He thinks that, on thy whole, it is likely that 
recourse will beliad to adimmistTUt.ive measures, mid that Dumb will be condemned to 
he interned in some dffiall town for two or three years. I fear that such punishment 
will hardly be looked on as sufficient by Persian public opinion.

On the 27th May, Naib Hu^ein, who disturbed the peace of Kashefn some four 
months agOj was reported to be wdthiii 4 miles of the town, with 250 num. On the 
28th two of his sons, with 150 men. entered Kashun unopposed, HaibHusaeiu remaining 
at Finn. On the 2nd June he pasted not]cert ori the town gate, which, alber stating 
the rates at which food-stuffs were to l« sold, went ?m to say Lliat if' the governor did 
not leave tlie town that night lie would be attacked. The Nail? added that In* had no 
intention of interfering with the town or the people, exc&pt eeveu or eight of hie 
enemies. The Government troops remained in occupation of the positions they had 
taken up in the town, and on the (5th, 7th, and 8th Jane a good deal of firing took 
place* resulting in the Government troops losing one killed and two wounded, while tlie 
Naib was said to have held eight casualties, Reinforcements for the Government troops 
have been dispatched from Rum. 

Yezd. 

1. On the whole the roads have been undisturbed, but two robberies were 
reported, the first on the Kerman road in the middle of May, when tlie post was 
robbed; this was done by a gang of &ome 300 robbers, whom tlie governor pursued to 
the Kars boundary* He was miahlo to do more than engage their rearguard, fount 
which be recovered twenty donkeys, three or four of the robbers being killed.

Steps are being taken to provide rend guards, but 
it appears that those umployed are not regularly paid. Some troubles and outrages are 
reported from the district.

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seventy villagers forcing their way into the telephone office and demanding that they 
he allowed to pay taxes direct to Vessel. At Kaiu a. hooligan who killed a servant of 
the deputy governor in the mosque and wounded two inoffensive Jewish pedlars was 
not arrested, ns the deputy governor was afraid of the man’s followers. At Taft a 
seyyid made an unprovoked attack on an old Pardee and wounded him on the head and 
face with a knife, Tn Vend itself a P&rseo endowment house, -which was twelve years 
ago illegally seized by a MahonffigHan neighbour during the absence of the trustee! was 
recentty restored to the Payees by order of the governor,, who gave permission to 
rebuild the dividing wul.L On appeal this decision was revoked, out permission was 
^ivcib by the. governor to the Parfleea to refer the t natter to Tehran. Despite this, the 
uhihommedan on the 6th June broke down the wall, and beat and abused the Pardee 
woman in charge. An appeal by the Paira&u community to the governor was met with 
vitu|)oration, U'Iie Piirseea 00ntempiated lakiilg refuge m the Britisll tolcgrapii office, 
hni were dissuaded from doing so by Mr, BlaekmHTi. An urgent demand has been 
mndo fui he iust instalment of this years taxes of which Lin? governor seen ns determined 
to enforce payment, irrespective of the peoples ability to pay. The governor seems, 
uiureuvr.ir, to make the most of his opportunities ot' extorting money from those he 
makes responsible for tin- on Election of taxes,

accordingly road your telegram to him, ! said also that Mr* Marling had expressed 
the opinion in one of his recent telegrams that the news of the dispatch to Tahreoz of 
men to replace the lime-expired men who had gone home nould lead to an outburst of 
public |kdtement in Persia. 1 pointed out that, the recent incidents of which the 
Russian Government had had in complain either had been settled or were in a fair 
way towards a settlement, and I asked whether the Minister for Foreign Affaire could 
not see liis way to aimomice Bimultaneotisly the dispatch of the reliefs to Tahieea and 
the withdrawal of the Russian force froth ha/vm--,)]] announcement which would 
produce mi excel lent effect. 

M- Isvolsky begin by saying that he was as anxious as anybody else for the 
withdrawal of (ho Kazvin force* but that the Persians made it impossible for him to 
elhsct it, ft was not the case, Ids Excellency went on to say, that the incidents in 
wlbcli Russia was concerned were settled. The Persian Government still declined to 
remove Mukhbir-es-Suhaueh, the Governor-General of Tabreess. This oflicinl was 
working m every possible way against 1 Russia, and the Russian Government must 
jurist on his recall. Then il had been reported that very morning in the press that 
there bad been a case of armed robbery on the Kaavin road. What effect would be 
produced on public opinion if, imiiifcdiately after the occurrence, the Russian troops 
were withdrawn? Finally, M. lavolsky said that he would do IlEs best to hasten the 
withdrawal of the Kns&vni force, ^ but that it did not depend solely on him. lie 
remarked, .as evidence of his good intentions, that the Minister of War had desired to 
send reliefs to Kazvin as wellfts Tabreoz, but that he had refused his consent in the 
latter case, because he had said that the foreo must be withdrawn,. 

The impression which I gained from this conversation was that the Minister for 
foreign Affairs would genuinely tike to withdraw (lie Russian troops from Kaavin* but 
tliai. he is deterred From doing so partly by the fear of public opinion find partly also 
perhaps by ilm inil nonce ,of the military authorities in the Caucasus, which he is not 
strong enough to override. \ was struck a bo by the stress which he laid on tho 
necessity of the recall of Mtikhhir-es-SuUaitdL.

I HAVE reeffived Sir G. Barclay's despatch No, ^07 of the 9th November Eat,

which lias since passed between this department and the India Of]ice on the subject * 

The wishes of the sheikh in this matter may be summarised as follows^ 

1, Me is anxious that the assurance already ^ivcn to him and subsequently 
extended to ids heirs and successors inay ba modified ao ns to apply to his male 
descend ft i d s, 

2. He desires that the assurances given should he made to hold good fur 100 
years. 

3. Me desires an i insurance of protection Jbr Ida private property in Persia. 

4, He desires an ag&uruncc of protection against nmk^tatiou by ford eh flowers 
and against Einy encroachment by such a Power on his jurisdiction, recognised rights or 
property in Persia, 

.j, I to hopes that, if clrojamst mces compel His Majesty's Government to assume 
control of the customs. of the southern ports of Persia, including those of Mohrnmuerah 
and Aiiwiiz, he will be left iit immediate cuntrol of these two ports as at present. 

6. lie hopes that, if a general catastrophe in Persia compels Jits Majesty's 
Gfjvonmieiit to intervene in, the"Uouthfiru part of that country, he and his tribesiSten 
may he maintained in lh fr present position or, if that Is impassible, that he may 
return his pi/rsojul revenue an cl 1 >b granted an asylum in India or elsewhere.

As regards (4) 11is Majesty's Govcnnneid. arts witling to comply with the sheiklvs 
wish on condition that, the assurance h acctunpanit I by a verbal explanation, to h© 
recorded in writing, [hat they cannot Bind themselves to forcible intervention on his 
behalf. 

As regards (5) His Majesty's Government consider it nudes! ruble! to give such an 
assurance and profi r to confine themselvfls to general expressions of goodwill which 
should be conveyed to the sheikh when the assurances are given him. 

Ax regards (6), tile sheikh should hr informed that the eonidrigcnoy foreseen is one 
which His Majesty's Government cannot contemplate, and should be referred to the 
text of the Anglo-Russian an ingeim-nt concerning Persia, whereby the two Powers 
have bound t-liem solves to respect the independence nod integrity of that country, and 
to the coinmn cheat ion already Hindu to him on lIji - 1st December, 1908, in which this 
point is express!} dealt with. 

As regards (7), Mis Majesty’s Govern mot it nee no objection to fjompHauec with the 
sheik tvs wishes, 

Ah the considerations which have led to those conclusions are fully set forth in the 
enclosed correspondence, it is unnecessary to recapitulate them in this despatch. 

I transmit to yon herewith the text of the assurances ax finally approved by Hi- 
Majesty's Government, and ! authorise you io forward them to Elis Majesty's consuls 
gjgimml at Rushire, with instructions to hold himself in readiness to convey them to the 
slidkh. 

PJolonel ('ox should not, however, actually take this step till His Majesty's 
Government have bad an opportunity of examining (be sheikh's statement of bis case 
against the Yuli of Busfisornh, which, rb I understand from your telegram No. 251 of the 
l lib June, 1 may expect shortly to receive* 

If this sin turnout should appear to justify his Excellency's acts and bis attitude 
towards the vali, you will he authorised by telegraph to instruct Colonel Cox to convey 
the assurances forthwith ; but if not, the question will receive reconsideration, 

1 may add that, should the sheikh's statement appear satisfactory, a suitable

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opportunity will he taken of conferring on his Excellency the insignia of a K.G.I.E. 
iu accordance with Colonel Oox's suggestion, a favour which cannot fill to l>e pleasing 
to him, and which will at the same time afford to IIis Majesty’s Government, 3 
necessary, a pretext for intervention on his behalf. In the mean while, however, no 
mention of this intended grant should bo made to his Excellency.

Text of Asaurmcci to he given to the Sheikh of Mohammerah, 

ft I AM authorised to inform your Excellency that whatever change may take place 
in the form of the Government of Persia., and whether it be Royalist or Nationalist, 
His Majesty’s Government will be prepared to afford you the support necessary for 
obtaining a satisfactory solution in the event of any encroachment by the Persian 
Government on your juristiction and recognised rights or on your property in Persia, 

" In like manner they will safeguard you to the heat of their ability against an 
unprovoked attack by n foreign Power or against any encroachment by such a Power 
on your said jurisdiction and recognised rights or on your property in Persia," 

{In giving these two assurances, Colonel Cox should add a verbal explanation to 
the effect, that, while His Majesty's Government are perfectly sincere in thou 1 intentions 
towards the sheikh, and have therefore given him these assurances, yet circumstances 
might arise iin which ; t would be impossible to intervene by force on his behalf. In 
such a case lie would of course receive the strongest diplomatic support. 

Colonel Cox should record in writing the aiihiatnnce of the conversation in the 
course of which this intimation is made to the sheikh.) 

“These assurances arc given for yourself, and are intended to extend to your male 
descendants so long as you and ( lie} shall not have failed to observe your obligations 
towards the Central Government and shall continue to be acceptable to your tribesmen, 
to be guided by the advice of Hie Majesty*s Government, and to maintain an attitude 
satisfactory to them." 

The text of the document handed to the sheikh for the information of bin tribesmen 
would be precisely similar with the omission in the last paragraph of the words “ to 
be acceptable to your tribesmen,” It would also be unaccompanied by any verbal 
explanation.

permission has not yet been granted, presumably owing io opposition on the part of 
tho Mum. 

The mallei' is a very scriou-H one, inasmuch as our pipe-line contractors have a 
at oil of some thirty-seven Europe: ms, besides u large number of natives, on the -spot in 
readiness to carry out the work of laying and screwing the pipes, and meantime, owing 
jo the delay in getting our material in ailu t (his stall; h to a large intent being kept 
idle. We have had several urgent telegrams from our agents and contractors on the 
subject, and my board will very much appreciate any assistance you can kindly give in 
the matter.

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fact that the proceedings of the vali, which he approved, must seriously affect or react 
in the jurisdiction of a fellow consul as well as his own, That the vali should possibly 
nr ( wl ^h hts arbitrary actfea by attacking FaiJieh or other means, and that 

Mis Majesty s consul should uek the British Embassy at Constantinople to pr&s for him 
to be well equipped for tho purpose, might serve purely Turkish interests and might if 
Mv. Crow is correct in l,ia belief, be salutary for the Sheikh of MatafindS, but 
encouragement to such a policy seems to me altogether to disregard British interests in 
Mobamnierah temtray and the British {wsition at tbs head of the Gulf, both of which 
aro imsvitabiy aflectod, and both of which it is the function of ns all to safeguard m\d 
promote. “ 

3. I am now brought to the sheikh’s reply, to tho particular accusations of recent 
date quoted by ihe vah as tho causes of his hcftife action, and to the general 
accusations of the Bus^rah authorities and Mr. Crow with reference to years past. 

It has added to the difficulties of the recent situation that the sheikh himself was

4. *The sheikh replies, that the vali wrote to him on this subjuoi, and that he bad 
promised to do ids host, though no proof was offered that the murderer was in his lands. 
Ho has had search made everywhere, with no result. Tlie Bussoiah police in the first 
place made no serious effort to catcli the man, and the story that he has lied to 
Mohummarch wka T he s-'iys, probably invented by them to explain their own remtosnesa, 
CliSmeran was an old friend of the sheikh and of his house, and lie looked on him as an 
adherent; were even Persia and Turkey at war, the sheikh says he would hand over his 
murderer to the Turks. The latter have not given him the slightest indication of their 
reasons for saying that lie has fled to Mchanimeiah, and, in any case, they only 
suggested it some time after the murder* 

(5. |The sheikh says this is untrue; ho asks whq "reports" them to be in 
Mohammemh % If the Turks want individuals from him, they have only to mime 
tlicm, specify their offence, and satisfy him that the accused are Turkish subjects, He 
has frequently handed over even Persian subjects in a friendly way.

Mr, MclJmnli’s despatch -So. 55 of tiie24i.ii April, 1503 i— 

11 As to the Magbil case, I do not agree with Mr. Crow's opinion that the sheikh 
did not assist. My opinion was that he did. but it is always very di Hi cult to arrest 
men of the marsh Arabs, who are protected by their friends; as to the two men, there 
was reason to suspect that they ware wanted by the Turks for other reasons.

THE following me.ramhnn i- intended to stipnleiucJit the dociinn^vtary narrative 

( ,f the troubles whieh lune recent I v aristn between the Sheikh of Mohauum'nih and th« 
A'ali of Hussoiidti and t-p explain briefly tin 1 action of the writer vts-d-vh the Sheikh of 
M-ihaimnerab und His Majesty's comsul at Bus so rah. 


The first intimation that any trouble was likely was conveyed ^ to me on the 
34th April by a copy of Mr. Crow's despatch No* 22 of the 2nrd April, 1&1G, to Hia 
Majesty's Embassy, detailing an interview which he had had with the vuli, in which 
the latter, after making a series of complaints against the sheikh, announced Ids 
intention of sending the gun-boat [t Marmans ** to Zam to demonstrate, aaidj if necessary, 
punish Mohammed Chanan and his retainers. The vali further said that ho intended 
to take strong action, , 

Remarking from this de^iatth that Mr. Crow- had made no protest to the yah 
against his proposals, and had not considered the matter of sulfide at immediate 
importance to justify -a telegraphic report to Constantinople, I hurried to Buasbiah 
forthwith (24th April) to attempt to induce Mr, Crow to take notion to dissuade the 
vail from carrying out his plans. It was, however, too late, ns the vali had already 
sent the Cl Mimnaris,” and in any olaa Mr. Crow seemed disinclined to take action, and 
suggested that the vali was not in earnest. T, however, prevallod upon him to send a 
wire to Constantinople on the subject* 

On my return to Mohammerab at mid-do§ t>n the 25th April, 1 found that the 
il Martnaris ” had shelled and bnrnL Mohammed Chan an' & village an hour previously. 

1 at once proceeded to the spot with a representative of the sheikh, ascertained 
precisely what had occurred, telegraphed the facta to the resident ut hush ire, and 
returned the same evening to BuBSoraVi to see Mr. Crow Again and inform him of 
what had occurred, Previous to going to Bussorah, however, I visited the sheikh's 
principal men in MohamLiierali and warned them to do nothing whatever, and to 
allow no reprisals pending orders from the sheikh who had proceeded to Ahwmc on the 
21 st instant. 

On arrival at Buss 0 rah, 1 found that Mr, ('row had heard nothing of wWL had 
occurred at Zrtiti, und he did not m-inii to appreciate the seriousness of the situation that 
it created. In reply to my letters of the 24th and 25th, ho answered, bn the 27th, that 
the day of reckoning for the sheikh had come, and that though the action of the 
Turks might be arbitrary, ho would piM fbi 1 them to be supplied with the proper 
means to carry it through. 

He, however, modified his Attitude to some extent, as, when he attended a 
reception by the vali held on the “ Manna ids," he listened coldly to the vali's triumphant 
remarks on the subject of the gun-boat s action, and (as be informed rae) told the vali 
that his impetuous action was ill-calculated to secure the results ostensibly desired, and 
that he would have done welt to consult Ht$ Majesty's consul before taking action, 

The vali shortly nfforwards left for Bagdad, where he was to meet Na?dm Pasha, 
under whose general control he now is* He received an exceptionally cordial and 
distinguished reception. 

The sheikh meanwhile, at Abpriis, telegraphed for advice to me as to whether bo 
should return to MohamuwmJi at once or not. I replied that he should not return ai 
present as his precipitate amvnl mi the scene would certainly create a lively anticipation 
of ivprisals, the expectation op which might induce the vali to pursue his hostile policy 
still further. My fears were cut)firmed by the vali’s tetter* about 1 his time (the 
vGth April) to the Persian consul-general at Bussoialn in which he threatened to attack 
Mohimunerah, 

As the alieikb is guaranteed by ns against unprovoked attack by sea, be at once, on 
learning of this ltd ter., telegraphed to Mirxa Hiunza Lo beg me to telegraph to Buahice 
asking that we would support him in accordance with our promises by sendn^a gun-boat 
to ‘Mohammemb to protect him from attack by sea, und to show the Turks that wo could 
not tolerate any such action, This suggestion wue negatived by Mis Majesty's charge 
d'affaires, Tehran, and luckily the vali did not carry out his threats. 

The sheikh feels acutely our rotund to send a gun-boat in spito of tlm fact that an 
attack on Mobammemh was officially th^atened by the vali unless Mohammed rhanati 
wm wurroiMerer!. The refusal has detifclcd front the value in his eyes of nur Ofnaui'anOes^ 
ainctf on the only occasion when we have been asked to render him prompt support we 
have withheld it for tear of giving umbrage to the Turks* 

On the sth May, Hoji Rais, the sheikh’* riglit-lmnd man, who had beem sent- down 
by the sheikh with instructions to consult mo as to the advisability of proceeding to 
Bu&*orah to interview the vali, arrived at Na*in. With my coucurrence he wont on to 
Bufopfob, though in a state of coneidersible trepidation for hia personal shfbty. The vali had 
by this time left Biigdad, and Haji Unis ucuerdingly i-i»ited® acting vali njjd by his 
in termed iat-ion effected a temporary alftlemvivt with the vali, the acting vale giving film 
H letter to tile sheikh. offering to reH-unie amicable relations on certain conditions. The 
letter contained much that was objcelloimble to the sheikh, threats and mijuslitied 















allegations being freely intermingled with polite phrases. But Haji Rais, m the weak 
position which Tie was, having clearly understood from Mr. Crow that His Majesty's 
consul bad no authority to press the vali to descend from the position which he had 
taken up, felt lK>und to Eic&ifpt it as assuring a temporary cassation of hostilities, He 
wuSj moreover, plainly in formed (tie told cue) by Mr. Grow that his orders “ to promote an 
amicable settlement ” did not in his opinion justify any attempt to put active pressure 
ou the vali. I agreed with llaji Rais that, tins being the case, the settlement was the 
bejjjt ad htkerim .arrangement procurable pending a decision by His Majesty's Govern¬ 
ment- on the general question, and it was reprinted to and regarded by the sheikh in 
this light 

Further negotiations were then delayed for a fort-night pending the return of the 
sheikh from Ahw'uz, where be was occupied in remand ling the Arab tribes near Dizful to 
each other, with ft view to preventing disturb;i rices there, 

tin the 24th May lie returned from Ahwaz, and I at oniije communicated to him 
Foreign Office telegram No* 137 (received oil the 14th May), stating that serious 
representations hatJ.been made in Constantinople, and that a gun-boat would he held 
in readiness in case it should he required for the protection of Mohamiuerali territory. 
Thta airnouncemunt did a good deal to improve the sheikh's state of mind, and gave, him 
reason 1c hope that the eventSd sotl-lomeiit provided would have adequate regard Ibr 
Ids rights and prestige as wdl as for those of Turkey* 

The sheikh consulted mu us to the tenor of Eho reply which he should scud to the 
vali in answer to the acting voli's letter of the 11th May. I outlined a reply which 
neemed to be suitable,,and lie coneumid with mo unreservedly, [ then submitted the 
outlines of the proposed reply for the approval of the resident, I also sent a copy to 
Mr. Cnmv, who, in reply, informed me that, with a few minor alterations, lie considered 
the reply unobjectionable. 

I Ei the meauwlulif I received orders to proceed to Bussorali to cbnfer with 
Mr. Crtnv with a view to a settlement on the lines of Foreign Office telegram No. 165 
(received Tehran, the 2Gth May), i.t\, "sheikh to promise to give up Turkish criminals 
and not, foment disturbances, Vali to express regret for injury to sheikh's family, and 
assure him that if he keeps Ids promise* bis tribes and property will not bes molested.' 3 

The sheikh was quite ready to do his share on these lines, though he does not 
admit that he lias sheltered Turkish criminals nor habitually fomented disturbances 
in the pant. Thu vali, however, was at some pains to make it perfectly clear that he 
would not accept Mr. Crew's inter volition in the mutter, and that'he would not 
apologise m any way. 

This being the cost, and the vali being on his way back to Buesorah, the sheikh Saw 
at once that to delay his reply until tbs question of vali offering expression of regret bad 
hoeti disposed of weu)d be mjirdicimjs* ['ending receipt' of the approvaldf His Majesty's 
11 ova ri (incut to his proposed reply to the vali, lie asked the Turks to send men to take 
over four ct'imiiinls Ihr whom they had applied. 'Biese men reached Bu&gorah, ns 
bttomlcd by the sheikh, two day* Indore the arrival of the vali, tiros avoiding &: !V 
plight to the acting vali, who had taken part in the preliminary negotiations for*then* 
surrender. 

On the 2nd Time, two days after the return of the vali, I was informed by 
Colonel Cox, in his telegram of the :10 th May, to the effect that the sheikhs proposed 
reply was Approved, and I at once fold the ah oik h to send it off. 

On tlm 4th. Junu lie accordingly sent liaji Rais, his right-hgaa roan, to Busspnvh 
with Uic reply (ei copy of which is appended to my letter lor warded lane with). The 
vali received Haji Rais politely, and seemed not dissatisfied with the sheikh's reply, to 
which he sent a polite answer. His protestations of friendship mid his expression oi 
hope that tiro sheikh wi .uld let " bygones hu bygones” wore unfortunately ennsidtimhjv 
discounted by several occurrences which took place whilst Haji Ruis was in Bussorat 
us the gurst of the vali. 

In (lie first place, a lawsuit in which one Mustafa, a servant of Miiza Hamza, 
the sheikh b Ruftaorah agent, was concerned, was revived and warrants issued for tho 
nmn's arrest, regard loss of i he fact that during the negotiations liotweeu Haji Rais and 
the Holing vali, ■ lu- latter bad obtained the withdrawal of the qjjjUt? mid had premised 
that no more should be Imurd of it. ilaji Rais was informed by the vali, in reply to his 
protest, that the latter knew nothing of the acting vali's netion in the matter,'and in 
any case could not intervene in judicial questions* Haji Unis, however, understands 
tliat the vali himself requested that the case should la. 11 reopened. 

Secondly, for the third time since the troubles between the sheikh and the vali 
began j the sheikh’s, houses on tiro Askar creek were partly pulled down, in spite of tho 
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fact that they did not- project into the roadway, and that their frontage had been some 
timo back term ally approved by the vali. 'When representations ware made to the vali 
on this subject, he said on each occasion that it was a mistake on the part of a subordinate 
official, ana that he would issue orders to prevent it* recurrence. But it i& remarkable 
that such mistakes should not have been made in tho case of other persons' houses. 
Haji Rais further tells me that he lias definite information that the vali instigated 
these acts. 

Lastly, whilst Haji Rais was in Bussorah an official of the Courts of .Justice with 
a band of soldiers raided the empty house of the sheikh's Bussorah agent, and forcibly 
distrained his carnages and some other possessions, on the ground that a suimrione for 
debt had been issued against him by Government for payment of XT. 300, but had 
been disregarded. The vali denied all knowledge of the matter and ordered the return 
of the goods distrained. But Abdul Wah&b-S-KaitffiU has told Haji Rais that the 
case was started by tho vali himself in revenge for Mh aa Hamza's attitude hi regard to 
the sheikhs house property in Bussorah, and that the v|li personally interested himself 
in obtaining a judgment against Mim Hamza; the latter states, however, that no 
summons ever reached him. 

The cumulative effect of these incidents has been to convince the sheikh that 
the present vali is hopelessly unreliable, if not actually treacherous;, and that as long 
as he remains in Bussorah there will bo no guarantee of n recurrence of troubles 
such us have occurred.recently, unless the Turkish authorities both in Bussorah Jind 
Constantinople are given plain intimation that Hid Majesty's Gosjevnaront are 
supporting him and will not tolerate aggression on Msbf&mneiah territory. 

Mr, Grow has given Haji llais plainly to understand that he is unable to intervene 
in Bussorah affairs, where the vali is acting ostensibly in conformity with judicial 
administrative rules, and the vali has not less plainly informed Mr. Crow that he will 
not tolerate his intervention in Mohaidnerah and Kuweit affairs. 

It is important Lhtit it- should be fully understood that l he sheikh Inis every thing 
to lose And nothing to gain by gratuitously opposing the Vali of Bussonih and no one 
realises tliis uettev Hum he doc*. The value of the personal property which he. 
inherited fremhia father on the Turkish bank of the river is.pwbably not leas than 
350,0001,, smdjfc la not reasonable to suppose that as long ns the vali treats him with 
tolerable consideration he will court difficulties in connection with hi* property, or 
jeopardise the peace and prosperity of life tribal tenants by lightly incurring the hostility 
of the Bussorah authorities, 


In the case of the vali the position is quite different. He may have an easier 
task when he is on good terms with the sheikh, but he has the support of Ids Govern¬ 
ment when he is not. I h; is here to-day liud gone to- mu ltow, and has no personal stake 
or IJcal interest, and for the rest is Imbued with the dironic Turkish idea that the 
Sheikhs of Mohs on mo rah and Kuweit are the chief obstacles to tiro realisation of 
Turkisli ambition to reduce the Arab population of Turkish Arabia to tiro condition of 
sorts deslilute >4'any hereditary right to the land which they occupy, 

I should add dually that l showed Hi* Majesty's consul at Bu.ssomh the draft of 
tho letter to which this precis is appended, and asked him whether Iro had any 
information which would Lend to refute or throw doubt upon i.he genuineness of tho 
sheikh's replies to various allegations made by the Turks, lib replied tliat. lie was not, 
now, and never had been in a position to sift tiro truth of the allegations made by the 
Turks; that the latter were invariably untruthful, and that, situated as he was in 
Bussorah, ho had no opportunities for applying an independent test to tiro accounts 
given him by the Turks of the recent troubles or of othera, lie added that should 
His Majesty's Embassy ask him to submit evidence in support of the vuti'a allegations 
or of lus own statements, be would suggest that the Turkish Government were let a 
bettor position than he In furnish such conimvorsial material. 

1 should add that Mr. Crow s dragoman is a I urk, and obtains his mformatiim 
1 rum Turkish sources, and that circumstances usually seem to preclude Mr. Glow from 
obtaining tiro viuws of Arabs on current issues, even if he desired to know them*

Out ho is meat anxious that we should insist, both in Busseorah and in Const am 
ijNOjjlu, on our right t<i intervene in Mohainmcrah affairs being recognised fully by the 
vali. That, he says, will he the best guarantee against trouble in the future, I quite 
agree with him, and shall do my best in Rush ire to get. the resident to press this point 
ol v|w on Ills Majesty's Government. He tel la me. that the vali has publicly; announced, 
that lie will not tolereto the interference of His Majesty a consul at Bu&sOrah in any 
affairs either at Kuweit or Mol ia minerals. He says that the vali is not only impetuous 
but treacherous, us is Ins conduct in relation to Sheikh Khold's house, which has 
been three times quite needlessly pulled down a tier having been repaired. Hap 
Uuis says he had definite piooT when in Bussoruh that the vali know all about it. 

Regarding the settlin' of Mir#a llaiussa's property in Lnssorah by order of the 
court, of" which the vali disclaimed all knowledge to 1 faji Rais, it now appears that the 
claim for 3$p|.. was ccuin uv need by the vali against Mirza Flamya in revenge for his 
attitude on the house (j Mention, and that (.he vali has secretly instigated the proceedings 
all along. 

Tins is our side of the question. E think the vali is altogether unstable, and that 
nothing but trouble will arise as long as ho remains in Bessarab.

WITH reference to my telegram Xu- 37 of the 9th instant, I have the honour to 
transmit a translation, of the Sheikh of Muhnmmerah'i reply, which llaji Reiss handed 
to the vali on Sunday morning, the 5th June; llaji Heins visited me Ihesame evening, 
and according to his account, dm vali gave him a friendly reception, kept him to 
lunch and discussed the Zciu business and general reffitioug with MolmmmOrah 
mi reservedly. Both parties gavr their respective versions of l tie immediate events 
which led to ihe breach, and cite vali reinarltod, Inter a b'ri, ihat local reports had been 
sent to Constantinople complaining tlmt lie left the utlmiuUlittlhm of outlying districts- 
lou much in the hands of the Sheikh o'Mohummomli, and said he had been censured 
hy ('ohataiitiiniplc in consequence. He road and nccoph-d ihe sheikh 1 * written reply 
to his letter withoui comineiil, saying merely that lie hud nothing against ihe sheikh 
porsomdly, but lie wauled his loyal asHistance to catch Turkish criminals who escaped 
to Mohamicerah. and professed himself willing to reciprocate if Persian criminals tied 
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to Thffisanih. He added, lie would not nl&w the police to taka advantage of the friendly 
understanding between the sheikh and himself in order to make a scapegoat of 
Mohammewh whenever they failed to catch culprits, and said applications for 
surrendrr would only he niadojn well-autheiiticdfed cases after careful enquiry, and 
production of satisfactory evidence of the parties* guilt. He assured him friendly 
relations with the sheikh were now restored* 

ifaji Reiss naked the vali to write a friendly private letter to the sheikh to that 
effect, and tlie vali undertook to do so. llaji Reiss also referred jo the partial 
destruction of some of the sheikhL new buildings on the Ashar. creek, and the vali 
agreed to examine Ihe ground in his presence on the following day, and sec what 
was required, 

l called on Abdul ^ ahah Pasba-el-Tvai'lasa at Baraji, about 3 miles down river, 
on the Gth June, and discussed the aiftdv with him. He is an intimate friend of 
Sheikh Kha^al's, and is well aware of all that has lately occurred. He agreed to 
visit the sheikh;at Mbhammereh as soon as llaji Reiss hud returned, and inform me 
hqw matters stood, llaji Reiss called again on me in die evening. He brought me 
a copy in Arabic of the sheik Ida reply, and showed me a sealed private letter which 
he had received from the vali for the sheikh., of which, however, he did noi know ilie 
extents. He said he had come to an amicable understanding with the vali about 
the sheikh's new houses, and hud arranged to stop all work until the vilayet engineer 
had drawn up a plan ol the proposed new quarter to work upon. Ha ji Reiss then 
left for Moli^mmerah. 


I called on the vali on Tuesday morning the 7th June. I had not suet him since 
Ids return from Bagdad cm the 1st June* He was frgjjiidJy and polite, hut observed 
a frigid silence in regard to the Mohanimurah question. Wh^n I broached the subject 
he^ expressed deep resentment at my interference, and could not. believe that tho 
British Government, which had helped Turkey 1 so much in past years, was now going 
to turn against it on account of the little Sheikh of Mohammovah, Ho said he could 
not c-onceal the great surprise my loners had caused him, and that lie was prepared 
to meet any criticism ol his acts, provided ii came from the pixippr quarto) - , ntmielv, 
his own department, Ho was astounded that I should have represented the Sheikh 
of Molwitunevnh as being interested in the affair of Kut-eBZem, as that locality was 
part ol I urkey, and the brigands who wore harboured there were I'urkish subjects- 
lie L-emiirlmd that hrHiad directed lire: acting vali to accept no interfere no! from me in 
(he mol tor, either olS|jial nr private, as (lie question In no way concerned England. 
He Lhun went on to toll me thiiit before Ida appointment as vali lie had been editor 
of the Ll Tesvdr E'dkiar/ and was quite tmnmmut ihje only'of events in Persia, but 
ahu nf English foreign politics, :md he proceeded to give liio ;i long thy and somewhat 
journal ifsliu account of inis views on these subjects- His arguments* however, as far us 
1 cniild measure tli^iii, seemed ns wide of the matter in hand as they worn removed 
from the precincts of reason r 


1 replied ihat 1 was sorry wo wgro such an iatoi*f@ring people; unavoidably we 
hud our linger In many pies, but this need not disturb the excel leal relation* whlcli 
existed between oiirseIves, ami 3 merely wanted to tell him what (lie Foreign Offices 
said about this Moli ummerah business; I said wo were gM to heardte hadelfectod a 
r&conclRation with !;ho..6li|dkh, and were obliged to him for meeting us in ihe matter* 
I had already comminnceicd the views, not of myself, but of Ills Majesty's Government, 
on this subject to the acting vali. I had received many telegrams fr(.mi the Foreign 
U Eli to, our embassy at t ’onshuHippilEJ, and llic legation at dohniu, and nil agreed on 
the necessity ojE arranging matters amicably between himself and the sheikh. EEis 
Majesty’s (Jo vermneiil wished the affair dey.lt witli locally, and ] now ih si red, with his 
permission, to counmmicatc the instiuctious I had received. As to the rout tors in 
dispute, his KxccLiency bad conuuunicatod direedy witli the sheikh, letters lmd been 
exchanged, aad friendly relations re-esnddished. 1 hud twice wriiten jirivatclv to his 
Kxeeltcucy regarding sonny express ion of regret on his part to the sheikh 'for his 
personal family trouble. 11 is Majesty’s Goy eminent thought it would he well, hi order 
to strong!hen and conlirm the good understandiisg jhuv arrived ht, f ‘if Ids Excellency 
would express in a friendly ami private manner his regret, that is to nay, his condolences 
for the persona! injury sustained by the sbeikli, namely, thu deaih of lits wife and tho 
discomfort caused to Ids mother, aad would assure the slid kb that if be kept Ids 
promises ids tribes and his property on Ottoman soil would not tie molested A f read 
this passage to him, and ollcred to give him my Turkish truimhition, but lie said he 
preferred to have it verbally. I also carefully explained to him that His Majesty's 
Government did not ask for an apology for what had occurred, but simply an 
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expression of regret for the sheikh's private trouble, and I pointed out that, although 
we fully realised the difficulties of the Turkish Government on the river, we were old 
Mends of the sheikh as with Turkey, and if we had not protected the sheikh in his 
dealings with the Persian Government, Mohamiuerali and Arabisfan would have gone 
to tho dogs long ago. We were deeply interested inTVrabfetan, where we had about 
half-a-million of capital invested, and we wanted no quarrels between the Governors of 
Buseor&h and Mohammerah. We were prepared to use our influence with the sheikh 
to keep Inn: from fomenting disturbances on the Turkish side, hut if he did not 
keep his promises we should certainly not protect him. 

The vali answered that lie had practically fulfilled the second part of our request* 
as he had written privately to the sheikh on the preceding day and assured him of his 
friendship and good-will and protection of his affairs in Turkey, and assurances to the 
same effect were given in the last paragraph of his previous letter (see Enclosure 3 in 
my despatch No. 26 of tile 14th May tp the efhbassy), but lie firmly, though politely, 
declined to write anything to the sheikh in the form of condolence;or regret for thi 
sheikh's personal concerns, with which, he said, he had nothing to do. He declared 
himself convinced that liis action at Zdu was justified and I ally vindicated by past 
history on the river, and as the action was undertaken on behalf of his Government 
atid Imd nothing personal about it, any personal expression of regret on his part would 
he useless and meaningless. 

1 replied that his Excellency must decide for himself, and tliEit I could do no more 
than reiterate the express wishes of f Eis Majesty’s Government which 1 had been 
instructed to explain to him, and C would communicate his views to Constantinople, 

I again visited Abdul WahulteebKartass at Saruji on the morning of the 9th instant, 
and lie told me he had spent several hours with the Sheikh of Mohammerali at Failieh 
on the preceding day, and had read the vali s private letter, which, he said, was 
friendly and conciliatory, No said good relations were restored and the breach 
healed. I tamaider Abdul Wuhab's opinion of value. Ho is an important personage 
here and a,n intimate friend of Sheikh Khazal, and is well aware of the difficulties the 
Turks liuvi! had in past years with Mohamnmrah, No man in Bu|bo rah knows the 
position butler, ami, when Rfeiidly meetings between Arab shaikhs and Turkish. valPs 
occur, they are generally held at Ids house (please sec my despatch No. 14 of the 
die 9th March las! to the embassy, to which the resident at Bushin- recently referred 
to in his telegrams).

1 HAVE the honour to transmit to you herewith copy of a despatch and its 
enclosures from If is Majesty's consul at Aliwiej, in which Mr. Ranking gives au account 


of the negotiants which took piece last March with the Bukhtiaii khans respecting the 
acquisition of him] by tins Aiffllo-Persian Oil Company, and refers to me fora decision 
various points which arose hi the course of those negotiations* 

It ajgfeais to me that these three points* whidi are set forth on np, & ami 3 of 
u iin king & despatch, are with the possible exception of the first, on which there is 
scarcely room for any difference of opinion, questions for the decision of tho 
company lathes than for II is Majesty s Legation, but as I have had the ad vantage 
of discussing some of tho points ivit.h Mr. fWce, who signed the 1905 agreement 
wif.li llie khans., I venture to offer stano observations on them. 

Ibe first point raised by Mr. Ranking is that the sole basis of negotiation with 
t ui acting khans should be the 1905 agreement. With this view I submit there 
can be no disagreement, and it would appear to be particularly necemry, in view of 
the unfortunate circumstance that Air. Reynolds has been in negotiation with the 
khans, though he wan ignorant of the terms of the agreement, that His Majesty’s 
Legation should induce the ilkhsttii and ill«ggi to instruct the acting ilk haul and acting 
ilbogg] in the sense suggested by Mr. Ranking. But i foresee ^t this will be no 
very easy matter .since Mr. Reynolds, **.it appear* from Mr. Banking’s despatch, has 
already committed the company for this year to paying comjjetisatEon for uncultivated 
as well as cultivated land, which appears to be contrary to the spirit of the agreement. 
IJic admission has, however, boon made, and the khans may be trusted to'make the 
most ol the precedent., 

. ^ I- Linking divides the third question into three heads, the ruling cm the first of 
which appeals to me to be included in the ruling on tho second* The company H 
Air. Ranking repeats, has “on countless occasions both in writing and verbally"’ 
acknowledged its liability to pay cum pension for all cultivated land used for the

I am advised that 
Mr, nkings view that this is tho proper rendering ] B correct, and I think therefore 
that the ratiitffrt contention that not only "cultivated" but also “cultivable" lands 
are to he compensated for imist be' resisted. “ Cnhivated’ 1 lands should, as a general 
tusej be held to menu 11]at under cultivation in alternate years as isi the custom, of the 
tribes. It it should seem necessary, a concession might he made to tho BakKtiatis 
lluiE cultivated lands- should include those which, though now uncultivated liaye been 
ciiUiv«t«l witbju vwjr 1-coent years, but the limit sh.mM be u very short orni in view of 
tho difficulty of obtaining reliable evidence. 

At tho end ol ins despatch Mr. Ranking mentions two other matters, but without

I would take this opportunity of auggeat-ing tliat the Angic^Peraiun Oil Cmnpany 
would do well to appouii an English representative in Tehran* At present the work 
ol such an agent is to nil intents and purposes performed by Hia Majesty 1 s Ijc^ation, 
jLiiil I submit that h ii+ not in tiie intcrestK of the company itself tliat this should 
oopt! n ue. In ll io first place the ! ega tion k only source of in format ion as to th e compa ny'a 
oJlairs tilt? consulate at Ah wax* and, as appears from the enclosed deapatoh from 
Lienumant Ranking, lie is not always informed of the proceedings of tho company's 
ocnl agents* ft is not difficult to imagine circumstniieas in which tho legation might 
ul called ikl tni lake action on impi't-fec! knowledge oJ the company’s wiaties; in any 
case delay must often he incurred by the necessity of referring to>hpz or London 
and expense may be entailed on the public limds for the cost of telegraphing. A 
second ami more importunt^ reason i$ that it is indisputable tfat* as a general rule, 
it is found to bo more practicable for private person a or companies to push their own 
interests with the Government than for them to have recourse to official interv^ntion, 
Apart from the fact that the private, individual is necessarily l»tter acquainted with tho 
matter in hand and has more time to devote U> it, tie is able to employ arguments from 
wluiffi a legation is debarred ; and* again, the business js looked upon eis a private one 
posse&miqr no political colour, with which oven a timid Persian Minister may dim] without 
referring it to colleagues or to the inquisitive committees of the Medjli^ Asm instance 
m point* I would cite thl case of tlifet>argeB which the Ando^Porsiah Oil Company desire 
to employ on the Upper Karun, the question is one which, on its inoriiSj should bo easily 
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arranged but an attempt has been made to give it a political complexion, sp much bo that 
the late Sagh&t-uI-Mtilk, wlioas Udder-Secretary for Foreign Affairs sanctioned the use 
of the company’s steam launch, was vehemently attacked in the Medjliss for having 
done so. tu id was accused of having " betrayed his country / I am of course perfectly 
well aware that the real opposition comes from Mum-ut-Tujj&r, who sees a golden 
opportunity for hiring .out Iris own barges to the company at his own price, but the 
mere fact that the application to the Persian Government was made by the legation and 
not by a representative of the company afforded that unscrupulous individual a ground 
for representing that the request had a political aspect, which, absurd as it is, unques¬ 
tionably impresses the ignorant and jealous in the Chamber, with r the result that the 
Ministers hesitate to comply with our request. I cannot of course assert absolutely 
that an agent of the company would have already succeeded—he might, at all events, 
Imvr- been able So borne to sojme temporary arrangement with the Mum-uteTujjar, which 
tlie lega^ton obviously cmmot do, but I have no hesitation in affirming that he would 
not have received the flat refusal which by the corrupt itiElueucn "iff the Muin, an 
in com pet ant and weak. Minister for Foreign Allaire has been induced to Bund me, and 
which [ was forced to return tu his Excellency. 

.1 need not fay that in the event uf the com party’s a] pointing an agent in Tehran, 
tire legation will, not abate it* efforts on behalf of the company/' What I have 
endeavoured to point out is that its intervention is being svawtidully and even harmfully 
employed by being invoked too early, and that if ean he more effectively utilised by 
being held in reserve.; and it is superfluous to Buy that its experience and advice will 
always he at the service bf such an agent.

IN continuation of my telegram dated the 9th April, 1910, I have the honour 
to address you on the subject of the Anglo-Persian Oil Company land acquisition 
negotiations and the druntnsjsanets which gave rise to them. 

'1 he question of land compensation having arisen in February, the Bakhtiari khans 
deputed an agent from Mai amir, by name Sheikh Muhamed Hussein, to go to the 
oil-held and negotiate on the subject. 

It- appears that during this Sheikh Muhamed Hussein’s stay at the oil-field, 
.Mr. Reynolds, general fields manager, learnt that the khans were in want of money, so 
on the ’20f.ii Sabir, 3 32-8 {3rd March, 1910), a letter was written to them, a copv of the 
fu*t poll ion of which is attached (marked (A)), saying that the company wished to 
take up the Mddarvs of Naftak, NaJt-uri, Bi by an, and Kalassl, and that of these the 
price ol iSir Maidan-bNaftun, “which tlic company is now in possession of/ would lje 
paid for in cash, The letter further expressed willingness to pay for Ibnd in a Itimt) 
mins or per jareeb, and further states that as the amount of land required for the pipe-lino 
and road m known, the company is also willing to pay for same at once. 

Now the wording of tide letter i* unfortunate from two points of view; firstly, it 
admita the principle of the company's liability to pay for the land taken up for the read 
and pipe-line—this point 3 will discuss in its own place later- and» secondly, the 
wording in inverted commas snftm was equally unfortunate, as will be seen later. 

fr!u ixiwont, 1 may say that Mr. Reynolds never at any time informed me that he 
had written this letter, and E never knew that such a letter existed even until it was 
placeil before me by the Bakhtiuri khans as an answer to an argument I was using 
against them during the subsequent Kima negotiations. 

Negotiating is rendered extremely difficult when compromising letters which have 
been written are suppressed, either intention idly or unintentionally* and no mention 
made of them till (liey are brought up by the other side. 

Shortly after this, at Mr. Reynolds's invitation, the Rakhfrtiui khans camo In 
person to talk over the compensation question, arriving at the oil-field on the 
13th March, and were taken all over the oil-held, All the various maidens required by 
Mr, Key in his were pointed out to them, and they were informed of various schemes 
which Mr. Reynolds laid in bis mind, such as establishing a bazaar, Ac, 

Now I know from confidential sources of information that the khans had talked 


the question over in Mfdamir prior to their invitation to visit the oil-fi&ld, and were 
perfectly ready and willing to accept a sum of 2,000if. (10/100 tomans) in full compen¬ 
sation payment for all land which the company might take up ; hut After being sbj>wn 
the -various maidans and informed of the various schemes, their ideas went up by leaps 
and bo mid 8. 

I hoard, when the khans were up <it the oil-field, that Mr. Reynolds made them an 
offer oE n lump sum o( h l0 p O00L, which id icy refused. 

TV ben ! asked Mr. Reynolds, on Ids return to Ahw&z, if he had made such an offer 
lie flatly denied it, though during my late visit to the oil-field Ahmad Khan corroborated 
the statement that Mr. Reynolds had made the offer. 

It appears that, as days went on and nothing was arrived at, relations became very 
strained, and that the khans blustered, and aven threatened to stop work, if the question 
of com pollution was not sffctled; whereat Mr. Reynolds and Ahmad Khan appear to 
have got afraid and lost their heads. 

For reasons beet known to hhn.wU; Mr, Reynolds decided to leave the oil field on 
the 17th March, and, with this end in view, on the 16th he wrote to the klians a letter, 
a copy of Ins own translation of which is marked (D) and attached hereto. 4 Next day 
(ho khans replfed— copy of Persian letter and translation, marked respectively (E) and 
(E 1), attached herewith—saving that they had come by invitation to arrive at a 
settlement of the question, but that as MiO Reynolds was "procrastinating they would 
leave for Ram Hormuz on Friday (the next day). Mr. Reynolds was apparently very 
perturbed by the attitude of the‘khans, and 60 far gave in io them that at ibu Ibrewr'll 
interview which took place on the morning of the 17th March an exchange of notes 
took place. Mr, Reynolds's note to the khans (marked (B)), and the khans' note to 
Mr. Remolds (marked (C)) t together with Mr, Reynolds’s own translations of feme 
(marked (B l) and (O 3) respectively), are attached hereto. 

Taking Mr. Reynolds's note (Persian copy), it will be seen that it embodies three 
most important points (minor ones will be found in translation itself) 

Firstly, it admits the company's liability to pay compensation for land taken up 
for “ pipe-line, read, and company's work/ 

Secondly, it gives the Bakhtkms the right to stop the company's work, should the 
quest-ion not lie fettled within one month's time. 

Thirdly, it contains an ambiguous and clumsily conslmetcd sentence which reads 
that ft price of ot) tomaua for cultivated and n tomans for uncultivated lands has been 
agreed upon, 

Of the above, the first is dealt with later. 

The second it wilt be seen is a most important one, granting it does to the 
Rnkht-iaris the rigid to eStahlish ;i most dangerous and disastrous precedent, and one 
winch they for yearn have been trying to establish. 

While the third point arises from the feet that the-note was translated by a mu ivy 
of Iud ia (Ahmad Ethan.), whose knowledge of Persian is imperfect, with the result that 
the clause in question is ambiguous, and reads that a price baa been fixed per jareeb of 
30 tomans and 5 tomans for cultivated and gearing lands respectively, which their 
Excellencies the khans ahull accept, whereas in the DA icy agreement there is no 
mention of compansatinn for any other except cultivated ground. 

In bis own translation Mr. Reynolds implies the meaning of the clause to he that 
the khans fey that the price is sound so* and when Mr. Lloyd and he were talking over 
the situation with me, he stated that such was his iiitenftqL but it must be homo in 
mind tljtat in t,1m khans’ note if is perfectly clearly stated that the price is 30 tomans and 
5 tomans, which note was given personally to "Mr, Reynolds at the farewell interview 
and accepted by him, 

1 am of opinion that Mr. Reynolds's contention that bo intended to imply that 
the khans had stated that the price was so and bo Is merely an excuse to try and 
provide a loophole of escape from tie consequences ojf his negotiating in ignorance of 
the term hi of the IVArey agreement. 

As regards the khan’s note, the same points are embodied. After the exchange of 
note* on tim 17th March Mr. Reynolds left the oil-fold and arrived in Ahwaz on the 
19th March. When visiting me on the 20th March Mr, Reynolds mentioned in 
conversed ml that wlim negotiating with the klmes lie was in ignore nee of the terms of 
the lUOij D Arey-Baklitiai'l agreement.

This 
order ] took up to the oil-field and handed over to the assistant fields manager who at 
that time was in charge of the field, to show to all local tribal headmen as I had done 
on my way up to the field. 

It is now necessary to look to the future; prior to the tommec cement anew of 
negotiations next February there are n few points upon which I would W to request 
an authoritative expression of views so that the line taken by me may bo in accord with 
the views held by llis Majesty's Legation.

Nationalists may be obliged to take office, as the Sipahdar has refused to return 
except on his own terms,- which would probably include dissolution of Mcdjlisft, Tho 
formation of a Cabinet, however, will lie most dihlcult and its term of office likely to be 
brief.

HERR V0N 3TUMM, lately Councillor cl the Germun Embassy in London and 
now an official of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs at Berlin, paid recently a short visit to 
this country. 

In the course of his stay in London lie aiaanged local! on Mr. Parker, of this Office, 
at his private house, and spoke to him of the relations between Great Britain, and 
Germany, 

Herr von Suiinm criticised with considerable warmth die attitude of Mis Majesty’s 
Government towards the German Government, and, amongst many other expressions of 
dissatisfaction, complained of their delay in replying to the recent memorandum, of the 
German Chancellor suggesting a method of settling the questions at issue between the 
two countries. 

In the light of a repemsal of my recent despatches on this subject, more especially 
of my despatch to your Excellency No, 148 of the 3let May and alter reading your 
despatch No. 101, Confidential, of the 3rd July containing an account of your recent 
interview with Herr von liethiuaun-l tolhveg, I feel that too much importance need not 
he attached to Herr von Stumm’s complaint, 

Only six weeks have elapsed since my interview with the German Ambassador 
here, recorded in uiy despatch No, 148 of the 31st May, ami in the circumstances there 
appears to me- to be no pressing need Tor a reply, while the policy of not moving further 
till the Russian Government have given their long-promised answer respecting a 
Russo-German understanding with regard to Persian affairs offers certain advantages. 

As your Excellency is aware, llis Majesty’s Govefhmeiit are oi this moment in 
communication with the Russian Government for the settlement of the question 
whether the negotiations between the two Powers and Germany should be conducted 
jointly or only simultaneously.

Mr. Marling states that a British company could not own land except by virtue of 
a conccssioj^ nnlei>& the permission of the Persian Government were obtained in the 
form of their approval of the preliminary contract* It would he impossible for His 
Majesty’s Government, in view of tho terms of the-Anglo-Russian agreement, to support 
an application for a concession in the Russian sphere, and, in these circumstances, 
Sir E* Grey would advise your clients to insist on the vendor obtaining from the Borman 
Government recognition of tire preliminary contract as tho only safe alternative to a 
concession. 

As bearing more or less on this point, Mr. Marling suggests that the vendor should 
be asked to furnish proofs of his ability to carry out tho undertakings in clauses II, 12, 
13, and 14, undertakings which might not meet with the approval of tho Persian 
Government. 

5, This point is dealt with in your letter of the 1st June. 

f>, Mr* Marling does not consider that- any difficulty is to be feared from the 
inhabitants if the contract is approved by the Persian Government, the more so ad the 
former are used to limber-cutting operations.

Af. Poklew'ski’s view was that the two legations might support these demands. 

M. Isvqlgky thinks that ut should be left to the two representatives to decide what 
course should be followed with regard to the threatened Mat, and he said that he saw 
no objection to tueir intimating that the three demands enumerated above had their 
support. ^ I remarked that the two legations would be sailing very close to intervention 
m J lersia h internal affairs if they supported demand No. 3, while rhe same objection 
uugm perhaps Im offered to supporting demand No. 2. To this M. Izvolsky replied 
that he would not insist on supporting the demands if you offered objection 0 of the 
nature which I. bad suggested, as he considered it essential for the two Governments to 
act together in perfect harmony. In Lis opinion, wide latitude should be left to the 
representatives oil the spot, for the situation was changing from hour to hour, and it 
w.k: difficult, for I hose at a JistaiiOG to form any judgment upon it. 

I did not allude in our conversation to the withdrawal of the Russian force from 
Kxmun, as the moment did not seem opportune for any reference to the matter, in view 
of the uncertainly of the situation at Tehran.

Some indirect support has. already been furnished to one of the above demands in 
the following circumstances by Russian Legation. A statement appeared some days 
ago in a nationalist paper to the effect that Russia had instigated the assassination of 
fieyyid Abdullah, M* Poldewski has Insisted on the publication of an official dementi t 
and he is urging that the murderers be brought to justice. 

Expulsion of foreign fedais would be most desirable, for the ultra-Nationalist 
party, who have engineered the present crisis, rely mainly on these terrorists to 
maintain their authority, and 1 venture to submit that we should support a Cabinet 
that would undertake to expel them from the country.

His reassumption of 
office would open the way to good relations with England anti Russia, 

1 have refrained from telegraphing earlier, as i. wished, to convince myself that 
the present manifestations are spontaneous and not a party device.

undertakings, provided that securities for loan do not in any way affect those already 
pledged for service bf debts owed to the two Powers and banks, ami that the lenders 
are British and of sound Jimuidal standing.

In this 
case the third Power could easily reply that the jusliflection o£ + the special position 
occupied by Russia and Great Britain in Persia is simply the introduction of good 
government and the maintenance of order in the country, and could point out that the 
present aggravated siination is duo to the fact that, while they will not allow Persian 
Government to obtain loan from any other source, they refuse to lend it themselves, 
except on onerous coiulitbus. I do not sec how this argument could be met, and 1 
thick Powers would lie in a far stronger position if they offered Persian Governmunt.

I concur in t he proposal that, the demand for the arrest of murderers might bo 
unconditionally supported, but hope that it may be possible id together to avoid inter¬ 
vention of legations. 

As regards other demands, though E fully realise that, being on the spot, you have 
best means of forming judgment, I should like to know whether you see any force in

As for the question of the establishment of Senate, you will remember that the 
plan has once before been suggested, but was abandoned- Would not interference in 
this question look too much like intervention, and would not donate, if established, 
become simply one more element of discord?

Russian Minister informs me that Ids Government will not dispute this, but have 
authorised him to return Yplirem's call, and thus establish friendly relations. With 
regard to expulsion of fcdflia, I submit that there would be no difficulty in excepting

Por the present there appears little likelihood of such an appeal, and it is even 
possible that Nationalists may succeed in forming a Ministry of some kind. In that 
case an opportunity will, at all events, be offered to the two legations to try to convince 
that faction of tho friendly sentiments of Great Britain and Russia, but lam doubtful of 
success, and, in view of the difficulty that the party have encountered in persuadin| 
serious men to take office, the Ministry if formed is not likely to remain in power for 
any kniglli of time. 

There is at least a reasonable prospect if they fail that the Sipdhdar, with ids 
hands free and with a lose? obstructive ModjJiss, could come forward witli a Cabinet 
capable of maintaining order in the country and desirous of establishing friendly 
relations u r ith Great Britain and liussia. 

I am informed by the Russian Minister that the announcement that the Kasvin 
troops would proceed to Tehran unless tho bazaars resumed their usual work was 
printed at Government printing office, In-reply lo M. Poklerwaki'a demand Persian 
Uudcr-Secretaiy of Slate for Foreign Alfuira has promised to have tin official dementi 
pubJislied in the newspapers. 

At present bazaars arc open again, but the prompters of the demonstration remain 
at I ho mosque, and declare that, unless the murderers arc apprehended by Wednesday 
(27th), the bazaars will close once more.

Since (lbs despatch tvns written, llu Marling, by Ids telegram No. 293 of the 18th 
instant, copy of wliidh Inis already be*m forwarded lo you for your information, has 
that he should he funiislied with instructions to make this comimmication to 
the Persian Government, immediately. 

I am to state that Sir E. < !i*y is far from underrating the importance of ensuring 
tjie prompt’ res I oration o\ order and security on the truS routes of Southern Persia 
and the Force nl the consli derat ions urged by Mr. Marling in favour of the-course which he 
propose* lo take, but that lie am not, at the m me time, lose sight of the objections in 
which ei step of this kind would be open.

As regards tho negotiations in question, we had already formed the- impression 
that, they had been mismanaged, and had determined that when tho matter came up 
again for final settlement with the khans it will be necessary to take up a firmer stand 
upon tho strict lines of the terms granted under our concession* Tins is the more 
necessary, inasmuch as we find that ns our work progresses these attempts at extortion 
are being made on every side, and unless resisted it will mean that the outlay will be 
so enormous as to quite preclude the possibility of our ever being able to establish the 
undertaking on a sound anti remunerative basis. 

W]i ©ul the time comes we shall therefore bo much obliged for any further 
<mi stance that His Majesty’s consul at Alrwaz may be aide to give our agents in 
Persia in bringing tire khans to a reasonable settlement in the matter of the componsa- 
lion to which they are entitled for the land that may be required by tho company for 
the purposes of their work. 

As to Mr. Marl Eng’s suggestion that the company should appoint a permanent 
representative at Tehran there ia no need for any action at present, since Air. Precce, 
who is now in Tehran, is a representative of the company, and can, so long as lie is 
there, act on behalf of the company if and when any further need for tho services of a 
representative may arise. Hut on Ids return to this country the board will consult 
with him on the subject and address you again.

Three of four cases of robbery, ... them un u oaravau on the Ah was route, have 

occurred in ihe immediate neighbourhood of Ispahan, Of (lie condition of (lie roads 
between Ispahan and Shiraz and Shiraz and Rush ire you arc only too well aware, and 
die slight improvement which l was aide to report appears to have been a mere pause 
to allow the marauding tribesmen In sue whether the arrival of ^aJlor-es-SLdtuneh, ihe 
now Goveruor-tieiioial, at Shiraz meant that serious measures were about to bo taken 
to restore order. 1 regret to have to report, however, that Mr. Ac ling Consul Smart 
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describes his Highness as utterly incompetent, and bent only on filling his pockets, in 
accordance with Jim worst traditions of provincial rule in Persia. Mr, Consul- 
General Graharac'e reports of the Governor-General of Ispahan aro scarcely more 
complimentary. 

Kernumshah. as 1 reported yesterday by telegraph, is threatened by the formidable 
Lur tribe of the ICalhurs, under Daoud Khan, and Ni zam-eA-Sultauck, who is considered 
to be one of ihe most capable governors'that Persia possesses, was so mistrustful of his 
ability to crush the revolt that he applied to the British and Russian consulates to 
endeavour to dissuade Daoud Khan from attacking the town. 

The state of the Yeajl-Tabbas-Mesh&d road, on which a large British Indian, 
caravan of over 200 camels was captured by a force of 300 Arab robbers about a mouth 
ago, is deplorable ; while, GO or 70 miles west of Kuh-i-Maltk-ftiah, Afghan gnu-runners 
are continually breaking up ihe Indo-European Telegraph Department's central Persian 
tine, and have made it necessary for the English employes on ihe line to fly for safety 
to Rbbat. 

Thus, practically all the chief routes used by British trade are more or loss unsafe, 
f have lost no opportunity of urging on the Persian Government, hotli verbally and in 
writing, the paramount importance of taking energetic measures to put an end io this 
state of affairs, and I propose lo bring it to the notice of the president of the 
Medjliss- 

1 fear, however, that representations will be useless. The Government is quite 
alive in the situation, but it lias neither money nor men. Under the old system a 
provincial governor kept order on the roads by putting each section wider ihe care of 
a local headman, who was held responsible for its security, and if a case of robbery 
occurred the governor sent a handful of Ids retainers lo exact a fine from the negligent 
official, and by tide rough and ready system aja energetic governor maintained security 
without much expense, lint thesjg primitive measures were displeasing to ihe Alcdjbss, 
and have been abolished in favour of a regularly organised force of road guards. 
Unfortunately, however, the road guards do not exist, or, in the few places whore them 
is a pretence of such a force, the men arc unpaid, and naturally, in those circumstances, 
nothing efficient can be- expected. 

The T reason- seems In bo in desperate straits, so much so that, when the Minister 
of the Kauri applied for 20,1109 tomans to allow him to pay some of the arrears due to 
the hommhohL ,-m a« to induce them to face the extra expense of moving into the 
country with the Shah* only 10,000 tomans was promoted, and it is probable that Ills 
imperial Majesty will be obliged to spend the whole of the summer in Tel tram J am 
told that the deficit for the last two rears is estimated by the Minister of Finance at 
I 7 proves of tomans, or rather mom than J,500,(KK)k 

To a great extent, the disorders in the provinces am only the counterpart of the 
chaos that exists in the Government at Tehran. The Cabinet itself is hopelessly 
divided ; intrigue is as rampant ns ever; Miniated interfere in each otherks depart¬ 
ments, and in (lie departments themselves there is no organisation or system, and the 
feeble efforts thnt^aro occasionally made to reform them arc constantly thwarted by 
eel Mute rest and ignorant; the Medjliss complains that the Ministers disregard its 
wishes, and the Ministers that the Med j lisa hampers their work, and both that the 
maleficent influence of the clergy is the root of half the trouble. 

The prospect of obtaining money in the near future is small. A necessity 
preliminary to any financial ope ml Sun— except with the two Powers—Is, of course, the 
conclusion of an agreement for the consolidation and service of the Government’s debts 
to ihe Russian Bank, and the Persian Government are showing little disposition to 
push forward (lie negotiations for ibis purpose. Rut, supposing that this difficulty is 
surmounted, there still remains the question of security for an advance, whether from 
die two Powers or from other sources. For an advmiop of so small an amount as 
inn.oooi. security can be found, but there will be considerable haggling before any 
arrnngemetit is reached, for, thanks to (lie ill considered offers made by such | arsons as 
Mr, Kohnu, Mr* Osborne, and Mr.Moore, the Persian Government have the most inflated 
ideas of the country's credit. There is, of course, the possibility that the projected 
internal loan will meet with ;i measure of success, but no one who is acquainted with 
'he country has any faith in it, and the present state of insecurity in not calculated to 
reassure the native public. 

In such conditions the probability nf the restoration of order on the southern roads 
hi a reasonable ])«riod is slight, and I venture to suggest that the time has opine when 
u ts necessary to intimate clearly to the Persian Government that the prolonged 
interruption pf British trade is intolerable, and that lbs Majesty's Government will 
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have Id, consider what mcfliSiir§£ they' can take Rpmsclves to put a stop to it The 
vlrcw instances not only warrant, but demand, extremely plain spealdnm ii we arc to 
bring it home to the ruling clasps in Persia that they must put their house in order. 
For tliis purpose F would propose that the Persian Government should be informed 
that if, by tlie end of September, sue}] a degree oi' security lias not been established on 
the main trade routes in the south as. to permit ordinary caravan traffic lo be resumed, 
HSs Majesty's Government wilt take the duty in hand themselves. I am guile aware 
that a threat of tlii^ kind has loss significance when coming froni.us than when made 
by Russia, for the simple reason lhat the Persians are quite certain that our troops 
would he withdrawn m soon ns their work was accomplished. O 1 itheothcrhaud 3 .it 
would, [or just the same reason* bo proportionately less resented. It would serve 
to bring the Persian $ to a sense of the deplorable failure which 1 ms hitherto attended 
the expi.'rimmil of srlbgovcnniamt. Ii wo till stimulate the lew who realise that, until 
European a^siataiico, in the shape of advisers and instructors, is enlisted, no progress 
towards reform and mug-mi sal ion is possible to enforce their views ; it would bring 
the Govern incut and Medjlma face 1 o face with their desperate financial position, to 
which at present they appear resolved to shut tlfidr eyes. 

It is quite possible that, under pressure of a threat of this kind, the Persian 
Government will bud means to reaffirm order. The successful efforts of Yeprim in 
Azerbaijan show what can he achieved when sufficient pressure is applied, and, now 
that. Yeprim hna a reived in Tehran, lib services 1 night be used with equally good effect 
iu .Far*. The one real difficulty is the money question, Imt the Government know 
quite well that for such a purpose they have only 1.0 apply to [ho two trovenunenLa, 
in lit they are only restrained from doing so by the insensate anti-Russian agitation of 
the hi tra-K at uonali st b.

_Ii there seemed to be any reasonable prospect that the Turks will admit the 
mediation of the two Powers on the basis of the recommendations of the Auglo-Fiussiau 
Commission in the Lrumia districts, it would evidently be difficult for us to insist on 
any other basis at the southern end of the frontier ; but that prospect is small, and in 
the circumstances I venture to urge that, it is perfectly legitim ate for us, if not 
incumbent on us, in view of our relations with Sheikh Khuznl, to select another line of 
argument, and especially that winch the Turks themselves employ to make good their

WITH reference to my telegram No, 277 of to-day's date* I have the honour to 
report that \L van Oudent.ii.jk called on me yesterday afternoon* and said that he 
xvished to know whether His Majesty's Government would raise any obstacle to a Dutch 
syndicate applying for the concession for irrigation works at Ahwaz in virtue d tho 
option obtained by M. de Btiirler in January 1.909 (see Sir L, 1 la relay b: despatdi No. 9 
of the 22 nd JjLmmry, 1909), 

He said tliat he understood that Mis ^Majesty's Government were only anxious to bo 
assured that no thin I Power waa behind tlm Dutch group, and ho could assure mo tliat 
this was not the case ; the Dutch nyndicato hoped that at least biie-half of the capital 
would be British smd the remainder Dutch, and in the ciremmstanoes ho presumed that 
there would be no objection. I said 1 thought that he correctly described tho uttilu'do 
of His .Majesty f s Govcrntm nt towards the project, but tliai I could not of course give 
him any answer until you had been consulted, a aid suggested that tko^roper eourso 
would bo for the Netherlands Minister in London 1:o sound you. M. van Oudendijk, 
however, begged mo to telegraph to you. 

In answer to my questions, M, van Oudcndijk said that tho revival of this scheme 
had been mooted not by himself, but by a mendjer of ihc MedjUss* whose name he was 
obviously disinclined to reveal* but he could not say whether the Dutch syndicate had 
already found any financial backing in England ; so far as lie know, the only attempt 
to do so had been mad® to Mr, Lynch by M. van Roggcn* a Dutch engineer From the 
Dutch Fast Indies, who made a survey at Ah wax in January 15)05, It will be within 
your recollection that this gentleman's work was adversely oritioiecd by Major Morion, 
who was deputed by the Govermnent of India to examine the prospects of successful 
irrigation in the intcrcsty of the Bheikh of Mohammerah. 

M, van Oudeisdijk seemed to possess a very limited af'quaintfsnce of tlie question, 
and appeared to chink: iliac the site of tho contemplated works was in B^khtiari 
country. 

He concluded by saying that ho had reason to believe that- the acquisition < J the 
concession would bo rendered easier if the Poraian Lovernment were left under ilio 
impression that the enterprise was purely Dutch, and In - therefore naked that His 
Majesty^ Legation would slibw no ii it a rest in it, 

f presume that if the Dutch syndicate'arc able to satisfy His Majesty’s Gavern- 
nionl. as to tho origin of the capital to be invested, it would be difficult to raise 
objections) to tho scheme being pursued here, more especially as irrigation works are 
not among those which we have specified as affecting our political or strategic 
interests.

previously from Dr. Bindley that lie did not wish tq remain longer in Tehran, Sir G.

IlIS MajestyT Ambassador has been so good os to send me a copy of his despatch 
No. 337 of the iStli June, giving what purports to be the substance of a telegram 
recently pent by the. Turkish Amb£s|j|lor in Tehran to tlie Bubli me I Mrte, describing 
the views of the Regent on the situation of Persia in regard lo the neighbouring 
Powers, 

I sec no reason to doubt the authenticity of the document which has come into’ 
Sir Gerard LdMhdr’s possession, for it is precisely tlie kind of report which Hasstb Hey 
[night be expected to send' but tin the other hand, it seems to me to bo extremely 
unlikely thaUho Regent, who is such an adept fit sheltering himself behind amiable 
Jhdraltks as Lo have earned the nickname of the '‘Gramophone/ 5 would have given 
utterance to so very definite a statement as that set forth in the t deg ram. Probably 
Uassib Hey, who is n ready talker, gave His own view of the ^ situation to 
Naib-es-Sultsmeh, who sometimes politely assented to. or at least did not differ 
from, and; jaoinetimep gently amended, the Ambassador’s views, and in reporting to 
RiGat Pasha, ffassib Sey made it. appear as though the Regent had volunteered a 
general sketch of his own views. 

The statement itself is not without interest, as I think that, making allowances For 
the inevitable colouring given by Its author, if. sums up pretty fairly the present stale 
of public feeling The intention ascribed in the first paragraph lo Great Britain is 
undoubtedly that held popularly since the two Powers enunciated the conditions on 
which they were prepared to respond to the Persian rcquasi for an advance in 
February last, and it is not one from which the Regent would seriously dissent if it 
were suggested to him by the representative of another Rower, The reference to 
Germany is, T think, fairly representative bf Persian view*, 7r,, they have no belief in 
Gernum diemtere3toduesfl,but believe that her policy hero w directed lo achieve one 
or both of i wo objects, i.fi., cause dissensions between Russia and ourselves, and gain 
some commercial advantage for herself. 

The rest of the statement amounts to no more than an admission that, if Persia 
has to bo absorbed by n Foreign Power, Persians would find the process lass intolerable 
m the hands of Modems Lhan of Christians, U is mm that the Turkish encroadimems 
in the i ’rumia districts now aUracj. little notice, but in the winter of 1G07--8 popular 
feeling run high on the subject, and I believe that the same may very well occur 
again, when the Russian detachments have been withdrawn.

continuation of such abuses, and in these circumstances it is permissible to assume 
that the general belief that a recent question ashed in the Medjlisa calling in question 
the Vekil's integrity was due to the intrigues of persons to ’whose interest it was to 
discredit Jutland that the publication of this statement is meant as a vindication of 
his stewardship of the fund. 

The list of the contributors to the fund, and of the sums paid by them to the fund, 
is interesting reading, A significant fact is that- against the modest sum of 50 tomans 
paid by Mt'rza Mobsin Khan we find the note “paid voluntarily.” It is the only 
contribution so honourably mentioned, and it would thus seem to point to two 
conclusions : first, that only one individual in the Persian Empire has sufficient faith 
in the new order of 1 lungs to offer his mite in its support; and,secondly, that the other 
contributions are, in die majority of cases, really exactions from p&raons who arc 
known to have amassed .wealth under the old regime, and whose sincere conversion to 
the c oust it ut tonal creed lifts yet to be proved. That this is true in the case of the 
largest contributor, the Zil-eS’Sultun, who is mulcted in tH'e large sum of 22-J-,£45 
toi 11 ans (more than 40,0001.), in oireumskmeeS too well known to he repeated Imre, 
tanner i e denied, and the merest glance at the Other names in the list leaves no 
reasonable doubt that most of the. other contributors had scarcely more choice in the 
matter than Ills Imperial Highness. 

The assessment of these (i benevolences 15 appeal’s to have beau made in accordance 
v itli the supposed wealth of each Individual, allowance being made for the orthodoxy 
or otherwise of Ids political opinions. Tlius, Prince Aimed-Dowlehh; contribution is as 
much as N7,3U() tomans ; while Moiii-ut-Titjjttr, who is credited with great riches, is, as a 
promimMit meauber of the first lledjlass, let off with the modest, sum of 20.000 tomans. 
Prom i tic legal point of view, an exaction of this kind is no doubt indefensible, but the 
general public opininu in this country approves it as a natural act of retributive 
justice, and those who condemn it ns a sorry example of the way in which const! tut ions! 
govern mi nt is understood in this country should remember the straits in which the 
young Uoveinment found itself for! money. 

This total sum thus collected amounts in all to 739^)46 tomans, of which a'liout 
30t) r f)0t> tomans arc represented by real estate, promissory notes, and securities, which 
apparently Ukve not yet all been realised in cash. The cash receipts amount, Eu round 
figures, to d 8 7,000 tomans, and nearly all of dais has been paid over to the Ministry of 
Finance ; out of tins sum 120,000 tomans have been applied to the expenses incurred 
in the military operations m Aaerliiiijau, and 110,000 tomans to the payment ot the 
Mujaheddin, an irregular fence under little control, whose usefulness is by no means 
commonsuraie with the cost of its maintenance, In Tehran, at least, its existence in 
rather a menace to, than u guarantee of, public security.

IN my telegram No. 293 of the 30th ultimo, I had the honour to report that an 
insurrection of a somewhat serious nature had broken out in the province of 
Kermaushah, 

Ditoud Khan, at the head of the Kalhor tribe, recently appeared with 1,800 men 
at Mahhlasht, some 20 miles from Kennansliab, asserting that ho hoped to arrange with 
the Governor-General the affairs of his tribe. 


In view of the grave situation in Luristln* wlfrp Sardav Akram has formed a 
coajition of tribes and threatens Kermanshah and Hama dan, His Majesty’s acting 
consul and his Russian college pointed out to the Governor-t hmeml the desirability 
of Daoud’s Khans deparUire. Eia Excellency replied that ho hoped to persuade the 
latter to withdraw in a few days, ImJ, failing success, he would seek the consuls" 
mediation. The Russian Minister and 1 thereupon instructed the two consuls /should 
the Nizam apply to them, to use their hdiueneo with Dadud, and to visit'him if 


necessary. 

The G ovemordijt eneral f however, made no application to tlie cons id a res, but .on the 
2Slh ultimo left the town and with His loyal Sinjubi force attacked DiSnid, So far from 
rca!isii]g his hope ol inducing D&oud to withdraw, he was repulsed with heavy loss 
and returned to [for man shaft. The khan i Don informed the cionsuls tjiat* having been 
thus vrantonly attacked by the Nizam, he sought the aid of the two Powers to settle tho 
matter in dispute; lie would accept any proposals they might make, and desired an 
interview with the Governor-Goncral. 

Muamvhile his Excellency, without making any fg&h overtures to the consuls, was 
showing marked signs of again taking precipitate action, and, to obviate the danger of 
siu h a course, the two consuls proposed a settlement by the payment of arrears of 
taxes and the limitation of Daoudh activity to his own territory. 

M, Ppklewsky and 1 have authorised the consuls to inform the Nizam of Daoud's 
letter, and, subject to his Excel kutcy's concurrencf, to fry to anungo terms with Daoud, 
and, if uecesaary, by reason uJ tfto Nizfuu^y refusal to accept the consuls' assistance, to 
advise him to submit to (he Government, 

E lie Persian Government, to- whom [ did not fail to make representations in the 
^ciise of your telegram No, 291 p Imve informed nk that Daond lias professed His loyaltv 
to the central Government, and my latest information is to the effect, that he has retired 
some 15 miles farther from Koniniiishah.

Even these objedinus might be surmounted if the <bland, were in earnest Blit 
unfortunately lIm Cabinet is much too occupied with its own internal squabbles and 
Intrigues to look to the interests of the country, and until it receives a warning so 
serious that i= cannot bo disregarded, the same indifference to our protests and 
representations will cool'dii.uo, 

On the morning of the 10th I received a repurl by telegraph from Mr, Grnhame, 
the substance of which ! forwarded to you in iny telegram No, 2 $ 2 of the same day, 
that the presence of 200 to 300 Kashgais in the town mid the intended departure of 
the governor and a considerable quantity of the troops at his disposal gave rise to 
some anxiety. As tire Gabinot hud onoo more tendered its resignation, I ai once sent 
telegraphic messages to the under-secretaries at. the Departnifeul of the Interior arid 
for foreign Affairs laminating that unerget.te measures should be taken for the 
maintenance of tranquillity in Ispahan; and having occasion the same afternoon to 
call on Musteshar-ed-Dowleh, who, though he has just resigned the preSdcnSy of the 
.Modjfiss, is curtain to takes some office in the new Cabinet, 1 spoke to liim very earnestly 
on tile, deplorable state of the southern provinces, and he promised to use bis influence 
to restore security.

_1.11 Mr. Marling# instruction 1 pron eded u> town yesterday to speak to the 
Cabinet about the increasing insecurity on the roads in Southern Persia. 1 found 
the Grand Viirfur in the Parliament building. I informed bis Excellency that I had 
come on the part of His Majesty's charge d’affaires lo put. certain matters before the 
Cabinet, Elis Excellency ushered mo into the adjacent room where all the Ministers 
wore sitting. After the usual oxchjumc of compliments, ! asked leave to read out to 
them tiic three no($$ wide 1 1 His Majesty's cl large d ‘alia in vs had written to the Persian 
koiytgn Office about the deplorable situation in Southern Persia. Notwithstanding 
their protect that they had almidy seen the* notes, I proceeded with the reading out of 
flu- last note of llr. Marling^ dated the lUh July* The Grand Vinter replied that if 
the present Gate in die northern provinces were to be compared with thai of last year, 
ii would lie seen how much improvement was made, but in spite of that, the Buesian 
and British Legations were always complaining at Ihe slightest quarrel even between 
two ibilivhluals, l remarked that whatever might bo the state of the northern 
provinces, lbe condition of the south was such that I did not believe that it could be 
tolerated much longer by His Majesty’s Government, who arc constantly Approached 
by the firms and traders doing business with Persia complaining of the increased 
insecurity in Southern Persia, Wlitit would be the ultimate result? I enquired, 
Sardar Assad* Minister, of War, at once replied that the Persian Govcrmucm Kighly 
appreciates (he iViendlibess hitherto shown fey Ilia Majesty's tlovernment in avoiding 
P» make a military demonstration in the country. Of course, his Excellency said, 
20 EI E iii li:in sepoys would have restored order in Soul hern Perdu, To show their 
gratitude, I said, die Persian Government should take some steps to relieve Ills 
Majesty's Government of lheii r anxiety by restoring order on the trade routes. 
Surdar A-vsml replied that, with regard to the Kashgai brigands near Ispahan,, the 
Bnkhliaiis have been ordered lo pursue :md punish therit, bat with regard to tho 
disorder in l- ars, a iiubal change in the administration p£ that province is mdkpeufuibk, 
and tlinl I he Gabincl is now engaged in dkcns&mg the matter, the result of which 

would bu ..nm mated to Ilis Majesty s Legation in tho form of n reply to its note# 

addressed to tho Emudgu Office on the subject. 
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The Sardut added, that when I spoke to him some time ago in support of the 
■Soulet-od-Dowleh he did not fail to point out to mo that tho Soule t was unworthy, 
i replied that His Majesty's Legation lias never supported Soulet or any other person, 
but I, in accordance with my instructions, only.urged upon the Persian fcoveniment. in 
a private and friendly manner I he: necessity of avoiding any conflict between the 
Soule 1 and hte brother, the Zaighani-ed-Dowleh, which might lead to serious 
complications in the south. 

.1. may add (hat in the course of conversation the Grand Yteiar referred to the 
force at tho disposal of the Governor-G dteral of Ears for the purpose of keeping order 
in. Ids province. [ could not help remarking that, governors did not always use tho 
force at their disposal in the right way, but sometimes for their personal interest, and 
ihat the Cabinet was, no doubt, a hotter judge as to whether that was the case with the 
present Governor-General of Iters. 

A illi regard to the trouble in the neighbourhood of Kormanshah, the Cabinet, 
informed me 1 hat Daoml Khun had already telegraphed Ids allegiance to the Persian 
Government, and that there was no ground for any anxiety as to the safety of 
foreigners in that town.

IX view of the overt iires which Messrs. Seligman arc making through Mr. Ateoro 
lor the negotiation of a loan lo the Persian Government, 1 venture to offer a few 
remarks on the possibilities'of such an operation, 

_ As I endeavoured to show in my despatch Xo. 102 of tlie 15th Juno, the revenues 
of I he ( i is toms arc hardy sufficient to meet the charges imposed upon them, and there 
can therefore be no question of their serving as security for the eervico of oilier 
advances, 't he oilier revenues which might so serve hit the profits of the mint and 
tho passport fees. It is calculated that, lor the current year, the mint may yield as 
niucn ;ts bO'.tOfOUO tomans, or, in round figures, 100 t 000 f. } which, if if. could be counted 
f'N to amount to the same figure every year, would offer nmpic security for any loan 
that Persia could reasonably require. But the essential element of stability is wanting; 
:l small rise in the prico of silver for instance ova rise of exchange would reduce the 
profits largely, and there is also the possibility that the export of krans might be 
checked, which would mean a restriction of the obligations of tho mint and therefore 
nlso n diminution of tho profits. The security that is offered by the mint is thus not 
Ejy any means ho good as it appears, and it must also be remembered that, the Knssiftn 
Government may be obliged to require a lien on is. as a collateral security for the 
service of the Russian loan, $c. 

As to the passport tecs, if is estimated that under good administration they should 
yield at least 300,000 tomans, or something like fiO*5bQE. The greater part'of these 
foes are levied at the Persian consulates in the Gipi'pasuSj and, until a year ago, ilm 
peculation that was practised was such that iho Government received little or nothing. 
paai^ed-Dcrtvliah bowevei* obtained from tbn Customs the services of M.D'Hocdl, wlm, in 
the face of every imaginable form of ubstrnelten and even intimidation, succeeded in 
introducing a curtain men sure of rffloym. I have nut been able to learn whni die 
actual yield to the Treasury from this source now' is, but if the collectioh of these fees 
passed I mm I'ju'opoan back ro Persian hands, iho revonm? therefrom would to all 
intents and purposes vanish, and would therefore boa very questionable security for a 
foroigli loan. I should perhaps have recalled that 11 m■ passport revenues are tu be 
pledged as a collateral guarantee for the contemplated internal loan, but the prospect** 
of tho success of that opera Lion are so slender that for my present purposes the fact may 
ho neglected* 

I lie revenues from tlie Post 0(1 ice arc nil, and tlmso from the Telegraphs mo 
already affected lo the service of tho Sterling Loan of [U03-i. 

Ihe Persian Government hnvcj of course, an asset in their sEtares in the Anglo- 
Persia .el Gil Gompany,- but as no dividend expected In he paid until tlie oil passes 
Ikrough die pipt 1 -line loAbfidiiu Island, the date of which is uncertain, (he Persian 
Government 1 * interest in the company k not yet available as a guarantee for a loan. 
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It will, thlliefore, not w nrt easy matter lor Persia to pledge any revenues whiqlk 
Tivill provide first-rate security for a loan of the magnitude contemplated lay Messrs, 
Scligmau, and even if the Eiiffidency of Eliosb ifveuues could ho proved, their value as 
a security must depend on the reliance which can lie placed in the good faith of the 
Reman Government that they will Ire honestly administered and not diverted to other 
purposes. Past experience is not reassuring oh this point; it is notorious, for instance, 
that the frequent drears in the payments due to the English and Russian banks were 
not due to the insufficiency of the revenues of the Customs pledged to them, But to the 
divers kin of considerable sums, and f regret to say that even now there fire symptoms 
of the same disposition to evade obligations For instance, as you are aware, under 
the recent arrangement, for paying off the debts to the Imperial Bank of Persia, it was 
stipulated that the net receipts of the southern customs should bo paid direct to the 
bunk, Yet it was three weeks before any such order was given by the Minister of 
Finance to the Administrator of Customs. Ft is true that the monthly instalments line 
to the Imperial Bank of Persia have been paid, but since the 20th March up to the end 
of last month less than half the requisite amount was paid from the gomhern customs, 
the balance, oral least a great pari of it, being taken from the northern push mi 5 which 
are pledged to Russia, The bank's interests have not suffered of course, and 1 only 
cite the fact, to show that even in a service tinder European administration the customs 
of ihe country provaE1.

MAY K the honour to report that at the end of June Mollah Karim Khorassimi, 
one of the lenders of the “Ulema" of Nejef, addressed strong telegrams in identic 
terms to the Regent, the Cabinet, and the Assembly, urging the removal from the 
Medjl ess pi the deputy Taki Zadoh, on the ground that hie activity was harmful to tho 
country's true interests. I have not seen the actual telegrams* but 1 hear on very good 
authority (hat he is therein accused of being irreligious and a daiigerao It in country. 
It was at first generally surmised that this action on the part of the “ Ulema 11 of Nejef 
had been dictated by the Sipuhdfir, to whom Taki Zadeh was most distasteful* and that 
the well-known Mujfohfld* Seyyid Abdullah of Tehran, had had a hand In the 
transact, iqn, but 1 am Sold on the same authority that this is not the case. I 
understand that the " Ulema " have received independent information from numerous 
sources respecting Taki Zadeh's line of conduct, here, and that they conscientiously 
disapprove it. The result 1ms been that Taki Zadeh lias asked for, and has obtained 
without dilltonlty, three months 1 leave with practically unanimous approval of the 
Medjljsa. Whether I 10 will leave or not* 1 10 wever, remains to be seen. 

Two other messages have readied Tehran from the Mujtolleds of Nejef; in one of 
them I he Government is warned against its alleged tendency to actions irreconcilable 
with the Shari Law, am! in tho other a strong protest is made against vicious financial 
administration and tMo imposition of new taxation, such as the recent imposts on salt, 
opium, If this is so* and I liavc every reason to believe in the correctness of my 
information, the assertions so often made that the u Ulema " of the sacred cities are 
playing into the hands of the reactionaries seem incorrect; the idea lias probably 
arisen From the fact tlpit two or three noted adherents of the ex-Shah are in residence 
at NejeL 

Even the denunciation launched against Taki Zadeh appears to me to Mr? quite 
consonant with constitutional views. Taki Zadeh'a sincerity of purpose no one will 
deny; but his utility to (he cause of freedom in Persia ceased with die abdication of 
Mohammed All, and lie would probably now best serve his country by taking an 
almost passive part in public affairs,

THE Cud net was die sol veil shortly after the rqshjmatioTi on the 7tb July of the 
president of the Medjlias, and on the 14th July, when Sipnlidar and Sardar Assad were 
ejected tr> be deputies, Mufet&uH-ul-M&malek aimounced that he had been entrusted by 
the Regent with the formation of a new Cabinet. 

On the 1st July Yepreni KImn {Davidtan) and Sardttr Bahadur arrival at luhran 
from Asserbs&ijnii, bringing with them'a nuniwtt of prisoners captured hi the recent 
expedition they led in those parts.

On the t-Uli June the regulations and conditions for an interim! loan of 1 ,()0i>,000/. 
at 7 per cent, interest, repayable in twenty annual instalments, guaranteed by the 
Crown lands and passport reveuudsi were passed by the House. 

At the sitting of the iCtli June the rtenowal for four years of the contract of 
M« Mornard, the Belgian Director of Cystoma, at a salary of 50,000 fv. a year was 
approved. One of tho deputies, however, seized the opportunity to make an attack on 

H Moruard. 

On tine 18th June (lie House approved the grant of a pension d ^50 tomans 
n-year to M, Bontemps, a former official in the Customs, who hacl to retire owing to 
the Idle of his reason, Furthermore, 200 tomans were allotted to his two daughters 


till they come of age. 

On the i31st June the report cif t he War Office and Budget Committees regard mg 
the proposed purchase of BOJJflO rifles of the latest pattern was read, It was decided 
to send a delegation of three persons to Europe, to make enquiries on the subject.^

[email Hashtreiidi began hy giving an aceLmt of liis conversations with soiiu 1 
of lira Cabinet Miniature respecting the attitude of Russia. Sartlar Assad* he 
declared, had Huid to him that “the Russians have openly declared that they only 
huh ibr pretexts, and ii is quite evident that it is iiuposHble to satisfy them.' 1 lie ted 
lib, hearers to understand that the Medjliss was *o displeased with the Cabinet Ministers 
that if they were.' not afraid of their intrigues they would immediately pass u 
Yoto of censure against them.

At this sitting three mouths' leave of absence asked for by laUi Ziulc was granted 
to him, This! move on Taki Zade's part was brought about by the action of the 
Ulema of Nejef, who telegraphed to the Regent, the Cabinet, and the Assembly 
urging the deputy's removal owing to his alleged revolutionary and irreligious 
tendencies. Ho has, however, not yet left-, nor does he appear likely to go. 

hi consequence of an attempt to discredit Vekft-iiMtJiaya, the deputyyvho was 
attached tn the Mini siry of Finance and successfully conducted the negoliatious with 
the Imperial Bank fur the mint contract, and the consolkhilion of the floating debt, a 
com] nit tee was elected to examine his accounts relating to the Ibreed subscriptions levied 
from the Zd-es-.SuUun and Others.

For the last thrte months its situation 
lias been extremely precarious, bo much so that for the major part of that time the 
count rj lias been m doubt whether Ministers were in office or not. The Cabinet was 
never in any sense homogeneous and its cohesion lias been constantly threatened bv tlio 
rivalry and personal interests of its members, hut the main cause of its dissolution has 
been the progressively hostile attitude of the small hut clamorous and plausible group 
nltHMiatSIntiliEts who consider ttnvt they represent the best spirit of youifiir Persia. 
J , P'olr.-sseii intentions lor the regeneration of Persia are excellent, but in their 
desire to oust the Ministers, whom they deemed incompetent, they live entirely lost 
sight of the country s interests, and their activity has resulted in paralysing the 
administration. In foreign affairs tfieir action lias been particularly oorniciou’s, for it is 
owing indirectly to them that public opinion in Tehran lias been so wrought upon over 
t lie Russian incidents at labrees and Zenjan as to make the settlement of those 
mqideiits Which i n theniselves were of quite trivial import, so extremely difficult. Such 
a pitch of unreasoning hatred of Russia has thus W-.i reached-that Ministers have 
heel' aim'd Ip confess that they have thought of compromise or even to admit facts 
that told in favour ol Russia. But in spite uf the importance which this party has 
been able to assume by peon# ns the champions of the country against the aggressive 
designs of Russia, I doubt whether Medjliss or even the general public of Tehran, and 
still i ess I erniji at large, has thu smallest opnfidenee that its members are capable of

Since then ilift' conditions have 
radically changed, caving (J.) to the conclusion of the Anglo Russian agreenmnt of 
1907; fj) to (he oomjJieiu'emenl. of the Bagdad Raifty by Germany; and (3) to the 
termination in ilarch of tin.! current year of the Russodtoicm railway agreement 

A Eow years ago a propbsa! such as the present would have aroused suspicions iu 
England of Aggressive designs on (he part uf lluesia. Now the principal source of 
mix inly to England in the Bagla d Railway, and an English statesman would certainly 
prefer the present scheme to the completion of the Bagdad Railway under any 
conditions which are likely to bo agree:tl upon between England and Germany.

It. would lie prat natureto attempt to define the direction of the line very exactly. 
For Russia the important point is ihc selection of the place of departure from Russian 
territory* Englishmen are most interested in (he point of union with the hid ion 
railway system* In order to avoid possible difficulties on their side, il is desirable to 
consult us far as possible tlio wishes of those Englishmen who arc willing to eo-opemte 
in the enterprise, and also the point of view of tho British l E over ament * It would also 
bo extremely undewiniSde to divide the lino into British and Russian sections 
respectively. Such a course could only give rise to mutual mistrust, besides probably 
creating dill 5 mil tics, on the part of Persia. Tho best course would be to coimruct tho 
whole line jointly, admitting to u participation in the misprise only one foreign 
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element—the French—unless it may prove feasible to admit the Persians themselves to 
epme share in tho enterprise In cotiiieeLiou with their indebtedness to Russia and 
England. The admission of France to participation would probably tend to remove the 
objections likely to he raised by the Persian Govemnierii 

It may be objected by some Russians that the. project will be injurious to Russian 
trade in North Persia because it will facilitate foreign competition. To this it is 
replied that tlie time is past when foreign goods other than Russian were virtually 
excluded from the North Persian market England is at liberty under the UKj7 
agreement to establish railway and other communications in her sphere of influence, 
and both England ami other nations can open up communications in the neutral zone. 
The Khonikm branch of the Bagdad Railway and the projected line from Trebizond to 
the Persian frontier both threaten Russia's present position in the Persian market. 
Russia's best course is to make up her mind that communications with Northern 
Persia will be established, and to establish means of communication which will be 
favourable to herown trade.

AS 1 reported in my despatch No. 132 of the 15th July, MustaulMiI-Mamalek 
encountered great difficulty in forming a Cabinet, as iho fiiodernle section ol' tho 
Nationalist party, euch as Mustes^ar-ed-JXiwleh and Mu^hir-ed-DowIeh, refuse ta join 
Mm* and [];■.- imagination of Haji Scyyid Abdullah MujteJied on the evening of tho 
mi instant appeared to extinguish the last eh mice of his success. The crime was 
perpetrated quite openly, Four feduis—three Persian and one Russian subject, it is 
4ftid—presented themselves at tlie sfeyitl’s 3 muse* and were at once admitted to the 
room whore the Stjyyid was sitting with his soil and four friends. 'Hie first shot was 
fired by the leader, and was followed by seven or eight others from tin* pistols of his 
accomplices, the mujtehod being killed on tho spot. Xu attempt was made to seize the 
assassins, who left the house as easily ns they had entered it, anti, walking quietly to 
the street, corner, where a carriage awaited them, drove oil through one of the most 
frequented streets of Tehran imrtioksted. The rnuider caused a profound sensation. 
In the eyes of the public it was a reply of the Extreme Nationalists to tho de >111 notation 
launched against Taki Zadch by tlie ecclesiastics of Nojef, and was tantamount La an 
open declaration of war against religion by the so-called Socialists. It was recalled, 
moreover* tliat this was not the first political murder committed in Tehran of late* as 
Ami[i-n3-Mi.i1k f a month or so ago, had been made away with as a warning, so it was 
believed, to Sipahdav, whoso partis a: 1 lie wan, and it was widely believed that a list of 
further vicl imsj among them being Sipahdar and Nasr-ul-Mulk, had been drawn tip and 
placed in the hands of the fednis. The timidity of the Tohranis 110 doubt exaggerated 
the gravity of the situation, but that there was genuine and widespread alarm is 
incontestable ; Sipahdar's house, For instance, was strongly guarded by his own 
retainers; Xasr-ul-Mulk announced hie intention of leaving for Europe, an intention he 
Inis since Ciurtied out, and Vrkil-ul-lloaya sent to me to say that he felt his life 
was in danger, and to ask if he might take refuge in the legation in case of need, 

The apathy of the authorities showed clearly that no attempt would be made to 
arrest Sjnndd Abdullah's assassins, and it. wan generally felt, 1 luu, unices a strong 
dumoiislr&timi of public mdignuiton were made, tho I'ednis would be encouraged to 
establish a reign of terror. TJ 10 bazaars therefore remained closed, and a number of 
mullahs and merelmnts collected al the M&kjid-i-Meryi, and there were whispers of an 
appeal for the interference of the Pritlsh and Russian Legations by taking bust in the 
villages of Gbiluhek and Ji^rguendeb. 

J was a! lirsl rather disposed to hr-ln-TC thal the demonstml ion was being worked 
up tor party purposes by the friend* of Sipahilmq and I told _M. Itiklewski—wjip was 
telegraphing to bis (towmiment suggesting that, if an appeal were thus made to.ua, wo 
should hr justified, iji gi ving our support |u it—that I thought it by no means sure that 
the dei Lionel rat ora would take bast with ns, and also that, lie fore following his example, 
I should wait to assure myself (hat the movement was a genuine and spontaneous 
expression of public feeling, Pant dus was so became evident in the course of tho 
next few days from tho increasing numbers and representative character of l lie assembly 
ai 1 he mosque, and it seemed to m 0 also that the leaders of the demonstrators might 
feel themselves so much compromised i hut they might be driven into an appeal for our 
intervention. Thu demands pul forward alsts were natural and moderate, viz., tho 
aiTCs! and pmudnnoni of I he murderers uf the mujtehod, the expulsion of the foreign 
feduis, and, lastly, the con vocation of the Senate and the dissolution of iho existing 
Med jins. 

1 n the expediency o( the (irsi two uf these points there can he no question, though 
(HKSsibly the expulsion of i’eqjiis might have been attended with some bloodshot! The 
Russian Minister, hotvom-, was quite Toady to co-operate with the Persian authorities* 
ami so gvi'.ii is the moral olTeer uf an order from the Rnu.Mait Legnliua that it is quite 
pro-ha hie ihal the leading fedais, most of wltorn arc Russian subjects, would have 
lamely mreimKlored, and in thal ease the backtamo of dieir resistance would have [seen 
broken. As ter die orealiun of the Pollute, 1 was very stvjilica] as to any useful requite 
accruing from in, and if seen ml m me, as you suggested in your telegram No. 225 of 
she id id duly, dmi it was inure than likely to prove u fresh element of di sen I'd ; but, 
on the mlier hand, 1 agreed with M. Puklewski that there was a fair prospect that fresh 


elections'might result in the return to tho Med j lisa of a more practical body of deputies 
than the present legislators, and in the exclusion uf some of the most violent partisans. 
The demonstration, in fine* appeared to me to be an honest expression uf discontent 
against the existing c^ibs and of protest against, tho accession to power of the party 
resp on slide for bri jibing it about, and I thought tliat, as such, the two Powers might 
very properly give it their moral support, it was clear that our intervention, would 
tend to the restoration ot Sipahdar to office, ami. although 1 cannot pretend to think 
that he is likely to bo au ardent reformer, he would, at nil events, with a loyal Cabinet 
and a loss obstructive Medjliss, be capable of maintaining order in the country at large 
and of putting Persia’s relit ion's with the two Powers on a satisfactory footing, two 
conditions indispensable for the reorganisation of Persia. The appeal to the two 
legations, however, was not made, for assurances were given to the party at the Ma'sjid- 
j-Morvi that every effort would be made to punish Seyyid Abdullah's murderers, and hi 
announcement—printed, 1 am assured, at the (.Joveniffient presg—was circulated by tho 
Committee of Union and Progress stating that, the Russian Legation had sent a 
iiiemomndum to the Persian Foreign Office threatening that, “ if in three days tfe shops 
arc not opened, the public excitement is not over, and the crowd is not dispersed, ive ” 
—iho Russian Legation—j M shall, for the protection uf our interests and for tho 
prevention of any untoward incident, have recourse to military measures, and will 
undertake the maintenance of order at Tehran.” The effect of this announcement, 
which was, of course, entirely unfounded, was instantaneous, and on Thursday tho 
bazaars were reopened, but, though the bulk of the gathering at tho mosque lias 
dispersed, practically all the leaders still remain there, anti arrangements have been 
made for feeding them, fe* which indicate that they will persist until the murder of 
the seyyid has been avenged. 

Meantime, Mustaufi-ublfttmalek seemed Lo be no nearer forming his Cabinet than a 
week earlier. No 0110 cared to compromise himself by joining a combination ^rhich 
was manifestly distrusted by the public and whose tenure of office was likely to bo 
brief, and on Sunday evening-Sipahdar was summoned to Tehran by the Regent, I 
have not yet learnt what passed between them; probably he declined absolutely to tako 
cilice at present, excepi on Ida own terms* but tliat- he promised to give his support in 
the Medjliss, of which he aifcd Surd nr Assad were male members when they resigned 
office, to any Ministry dial might he formed. The Nationalists evidently felt that a 
(I uvernmcnl. formed exclusively From their own ranks would not command the respect 
of the country, and it was said dint they were endeavouring tu persuade Ain-edULowleh 
or Farmaii Farina to assisl them. To lie reduced lo enlisting tho services ol' such a 
notorious exponent of government by tyranny ami extortion ay Furman Farina is in 
itself a confession of failure, and it would be interesting to know what arguments were 
found to overcome his reluctance to take office- lbs own reasons were, of course, that 
by joining n Nationalist Cabinet lie could free himself for ever of tfie charge of having 
rune tio ti a ry teiu lei 3 cies.

1 may add that the question of an opportune moment for an application to the 
Persian Government will eventually have to be considered, and that* in. lids connection, 
it. appears from expert, opinions, which have been received hc.ru. that, as the Sheikh's 
own date groves on the Sluillr&l-Arub at present depend for water almost entirely on 
what ilicy receive from the Karim, serious injury would be inflicted on the trees if 
they were deprived of ibis supply before irrigation from the Tigris and Euphrates is 
undertaken*: Such. deprivation would apparently result from iho construction of a 
dam at Ahwau^ while, on the other hand, the trees cannot, as far ns Ilk Majesty's 
Government's present information goefc, receive water from the Tigris and Euphrates 
till the scheme for utilising those rivers for irrigation purposes lias been carried oat.

ft appears to Sir E, Gray ihad the basis on which this part of the claim is made 
out is nu incorrect one. Af&ssra. Weir hold the oxide under mi agreement which they 
consider to be valid, and with which, they contend, the Persian CiGVornmeut had no 
right to iiitm'ffire, and he is of opinion that;, in these eiroumK&anccx, they should rcnlSe 
the milled at once, and claim the dEnkremie I H.wcon the sum so obtained and the 
amount which would have been theirs if dm contract had been allowed to stand and 
their monopoly had been maintained,, Messrs. Weir would, of course, have to furnish 
proof of the corrcjctness of the calculation by which lh y fixed the latter sum, and, if 
the price of oxide has fallen, to show that this is due to the intrusion pi a no du.T patty 
into the Hormuz trade, and not merely to thoordinai'y fluetuafcipn of the market. If 
this method of fixation is adopted* it will of course be impossible to draw up this 
portion of the claim in its fiifil shape I Ill the 0,533 tons of oxide lias been sold and the 
extent of tho Jinn's losses established.

you must look to him lo observe his undertaking, and, in tho event of his failure to do 
SO, exhaust your legal remodi oh before appealing for diplomatic support* It appears to 
Sir IT Grey tliat you ale equally entitled to sue Main in respect of ihi-i item, wbother 
his title to tile coucesaitai is good or hid, because 1 lie provision at the beginning of tho 
second supplemental agreement does not affect tv tiou by you against him. 

As regards the second item of your claim, Sir E, Grey h tmubta to find in the 
documents Submitted to him any clause iu virtue of which it is included, the 
3l,0u0 tons in question being uppavently entirely outside the uoutrnet on the strength 
of which tho claim is made.

WITH reference to my telegram di yesterday's date, 1 have tins. honour to report 
to your Excellency that, althoiigh the local authorities display unusual reticence on die 
subject, it has become known that on the SOth ultimo 'Turkish troops Rom Kizil Dim, 
in the eanjak of Eftyazid, advanced into Persiau territory,.and after nn encounter wish 
some Persians (whether soldiers or civilians is not clear) established themselves on the 
right bank of the Inji Club, about an houreand-a-half's inarch on the Persian side of 
the frontier. 

On the 31st ultimo the Vuli of Krzeronm unexpectedly left for RgWid, having 
given out that he proposed taking the roundabout route by K hi ids, whereas it is now 
stated that he is proceeding direct to Bayuzid with instructions to discuss the incident 
with the Persian vice-consul in that town: It is also said that “a Russian consul,” 
accompanied by a Gossock escort, had proceeded iu the spot, but that he was compelled 
to abstain froth conducting an enquiry, the officer in command of tile Turkish i reaps 
having declared In him that the matter was one exclusively regarding the Ottoman and 
Persian authorities, 

\ called to-day on Dnud Khan, the Persian cousul-gcneml, wlio confirmed in its 
main features the version submitted above, with the exception, of tlie rumoured 
intervention of a Russian consular officer, and supplemented it by the following 
details :— 

Three years ago a Tureo-Poman commission, headed on the Turkish side by Fcrik 
Abuk Ahmet Pasha, listed as the boundary line in the neighbourhood of Kizil Dizc the 
stream culled luji 01 mi, and since then no misunderstanding had arisen until about a 
month ago, when the Miites&rif of BaynzidyOu visiting Kizil Dims, received a complaint 
from some of the inhabitant* to tlxo effect that the Persians had been encreacliing on 
Turkish teif itory on the righ t bank <>f the Inji Club, and ha<I sow 11 crops there. T1m 
idutessarif, without making further enquiry, and either ignoring, or ignorant of, the 
agreement above mentioned, immediately srfpL two balcdioiH across the Inji C'lau, with 
the result that a conflict took place in which two Turkish soldiers were killed and om* 
was wounded, the Persians losing four killed and seven wounded, I gntlier that there 
were no Persian troops in the locality, and that die opponents of the 'Turks were merely 
pc; isai11 s res isting the iu e u rsion into (■!ici r ii©Ids. The ' t ’11 rk I sir tror j\ is ;i re 11 ow stat hu 1 1 h I 
several miles within Persian territory, and the authorities now refuse to allow the 
Persian niail to outer Ottoman territory nl Kizil biz' 1 , she pretext for tills step being 
that cholera has appeared in Persia, Ah a matter of fact, however, no ordinary 
qnmftutin© measures have been prescribed at Euzit Dize, and the action of tlie Turks 
in requiring that the mad should bo convoyed byway of Van savours of gratuitous 
provocation. 

The Persian consulpenciid expressed the opinion |hut,as the Turks were evidently 
henl on exploiting the present weakness of Persia, the negotiations between the vail 
and (ho Persian vie*}-consul at l&yazid could hardly bo oilier (ban fruitless, and, 
judging by the language usually held here fay ih© lending off id fiIis and the members of 
the committee, he has probably good reason for his apprehensions,

Early dm ncxi morning more than WHi men of his regiment arrived before the 
Russian consul'* house mid made a violent demonstration, crying' out insults against 
M- Lissowski and hi- Government ; some stones were also thrown. At the first sign 
of danger all JVrshni guard?- and servants fled, and M bissowski was left alone witli 
two Rushan teossaeks t'ue ol tic- soldiera succeeded in entering the gulden at tin:

^ave every apology and assurance for the future, promising I lie same day to disband 
ihe regiment.

tlm Governor, nceonipfinted by Persian ('ossaeks, whom lie had sent of his own 
tnovemeut to escort me. I begunjjy telling him that, R he were willing to treat nm 
with complete frankness mid donticlhncepaiid receive my advice in ihc same friendly 
fipirii in which it was given, a solution mighl be found for this unpleasant affair. I 
informed him that (he Russian consul was dolernihied at the first recurrence of these 
1 ‘i ’■orders n> quit Jiis post as a protest T and that the cohbequeiicca of this step would bo 
fib serious for himself us for the luuuvof Persia. 

He replied denying that any inmik had been offered to the Russian consul or his 
hug. and stated firmly that no attempt, had been made Ion his life, 1 was fortunately 
able lo repeat almost verbatim the statement of my Russian colleague to Xi/um-es-

It seems to me that in this way the open door 11 would be adhered to. whereas nt 
the same time British political and other interests in ihc regions of the Persian Gulf 
would be in no way jeopardised, but, on the contrary, sufficiently safeguarded for the 
future; while ins-d-ads the Fcrmaus, Great Britain ’would thus show that she is in 
favour of the economical development of die country. As to myself, it would make 
any position n more honest one wilh regard to the Persian Government. 

I may add that should it Re deemed expedient, for the company to be registered in 
Holland, it should of course iirst come to a complete understanding with the British 
Government on all points which your Government might think desirable to bo settled 
prev louidy. 

Acting on these lines,] think it should be immaterial to England whether the 
company be Dutch or British, as, in either case, the certainly of a satisfactory 
eo-Op Gill lion would be equally* fully and elfe.ctlvely obtained.

them. The decision, as L told I lie Minister for Foreign Affairs, whom 3 saw that 
afternoon, seemed to me- to be unwise, Jdr it would eucoimige the. fadais to think Ufa 
Ouveb'unuiM was vacillating, tuid ii would give them time to prepare (or resistance* or 
at least to hide their rifles, and in the mean time another murder might be committed. 
But if none of These predictions were fulfilled, ihe proekunmion produced no result in 
the shape of surrendered ritles, Tho feds is of all kinds were equally mi willing to 
surrender the weapons whieli alone gave them their importance, and they did not 
believe that the very weak Govonuuoiit. was prepared to go extremities with ilium. 
In this* however, (hey were mistaken, for this Mihfetbra hud succeeded in securing the 
in vain able services of Veprem, and they could count on the supimrt of ^urdar Assad 
and the Bakhtiaris, who three or four days earlier had declared that they would not 
assist to disarm the fed a is. 

On the afternoon of the Gth, feduis of all parties began to collect in the garden

few oi his followers were living, and the troops and gendarmerie quickly occupied 
every coign of vantage in the upper Hocus, mu! on the roofs of neighbouring houses and 
on the city walls.

thrown into a dimp tank in the garden was correct, for aljout 300 were ovehlually 
rceoycrcl. On the other hand two of the. most notorious leaders of kdais, Sardur 
Afohi and Zcrgham-cs-Sidiam:]i Ikikhliarl, were still at large, the former having betaken 
himself to his unde’s house in Zcrguenddi* where Ik- was secure as being under 
Russian jurisdicliou^ and the hiti.Pi* being in hiding, and tho surrender of rides from the 
foijais and mujahtds in tge town was pitifully small. 

Toll ran does not quite know what in make of tho situation. !i Es recognised, that 
the Government has shown courage and energy* ami lias done a public service in 
breaking tho power of the iodais and niujaltids. Ihil on the other hiiml there is a 
strong eh non I of sympathy with Snttar Khan, who kdiuved I" liave 'lepreoatcd ihe 
resistance in which he wa* forced by circumstances to uvko u Leading part. f \’llure is 
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ajho it certain discontent among the .Moslems that tin- direel ion of the affair should have 
boon placed in the hands of Veprem, a Christian,-.&id a perceptible anti-Armenian 
sentiment is nvfci-cmt I; and finally, no one lias uny real confide nee in the (Ioveimnemt f 
wliicli is obviously weak in itself and whose strength in the rerent crisis has bcorr 
borrowed from Simlar Assad behind 1 tie scenes. 

The baxaars, iu spite of the < iovcrnmeni’s threats, remain pari hdl v clasdcL There 
has been an attempt by the chief of the clergy to lake basl at ShuJinbdula'/im, anti 
Mot'a-es-Sulhvn (Sardar Mold) haft left Zc&ueiuteh to lake hast with some twenty-five 
other mujahids at the Turkish Embassy, These incidents, and many others too trifling 
to recount, are proof of the prevailing uncertainty mid apprehension, and so far as I 
can see the next development will he determined by Sordar Assad, who is believed to 
be influenced far more by considerations of Ids personal advancement than by ilia 
public interest*

M, Sazt«iow 
sa:i! that bo entirely agreed in the adviwahilitv of the proposed friendly and nttoificial 
iiitimatipi'i tu the Persian Government, and that he would immediately telegraph 
instructions to the Russian representative ;it Tehran in the seiisr Kiiggcstdl by you. 
Eio remark^l t ied Ihe fact of the two Powers having made the Intend™ ponmiuilibation 
to the Persian Government would strengthen iheir laiuds in the event of any veimm- 
st ranee* coming from Germany. I may note that ilia Excellency upper red to see no 
objection t.o the employment of subjects of a minor Power us military instructors,

if this question is raised, should insist on the recognition of the line at present locally 
admitted in preference to that laid down by the mediating commissioners. 

You will by now have become aware that Lieutenant Colonel Cox forwarded direct 
to this Office u copy of Ids despatch No. 25 of the Stli May, which forms the enclosure to 
the comatnmention tinder reply, and you will have perused my despatch No. 105 of the 
57tli dime, enclosing ft copy of tile answer which i caused to be returned to him, and 
which contain;? an expression of my views on this question. 

To what I there said I may now add that Ills Majesty's Government will of course 
im their best endeavours to prevent this question being raised by the Turkish 
Government at all, or, if they insist on raising it. to persuade them to desist, but that 
it would be difficult, while urging them Lo abide by the decision of the mediating 
commissioners ay regards the northern portion of the frontier^ to insist an thoir 
disregarding it as regards the southern, even granting that they themselves were to 
adopt an equally illogical attitude in the matter- 

Should the question, however, be: forced on HE Majesty's Government it would of 
course be open to them to negotiate for tile recognition of the locally accepted

These duties involve the employment of an elaborate 
and necessarily somewhat expensive organisation, without which information can 
neither be obtained nor corroborated, ami the Govern mom of India are of opinion that 
any material reduction can only be effected at the expense of general efficiency. Eu 


this opinion Lord Morley concurs, with the exception that he thinks that the duties of 
the post could be adequately discharged by an officer with the rank of captain. By 
t.bis reduction there would bo a saving of about I SOL per annum, and the maximum 
cost, might be put roughly at 2,000/. per annum. 

During the six years that have passed since the appointment was first proposed, 
the question of its maintenance lias been examined from every point of view, with, the 
result that the Army Council, the Government of India, two commanders-in-chief in 
India, and three distinguished officials who have held the posts of Minister or charge 
d'affaires at Tehran, have been unanimous in recommend lug it—so long, at all events 
as there fire m Central Asia no Brit ish consular officers from whom the same informa¬ 
tion might be obtained, lhough probably at greater expense* This recommendation 
was accepted in principle by Sir E. Grey in Foreign Office letter lo the Treasury above 
quoted. 

Lord Morley fully shares Sir E. Grey's desire for a substantial reduction in the 
cost of the Indian consular estahiishments in Persia* and the question has for some 
time been under examination by the Government of India. His Lordship has reason 
to believe that their proposals will include a reduction of about 40,000 rupees (2,000/.) 
in the cost of the Meshed Consulate after providing for the native agent at Turbal-i- 
TTaidnrij where* as Sir E. Grey is a ware, the consulate has been abolished* In view of 
this important fact, and of the con side ratio ns urged above* Lord Morley earnestly trusts 
that Sir E, (Ley will now move the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury to sanction, 
as a permanent measure* the payment oF half the cost of the appointment of military 
attache, subject to a maximum of 2,000/. per annum.

WE have duly received and considered your Lordship's Secret despatch dated the 
10th December, 1909, with enclosures^ in reply to our military Secret despatch dated 
the 12th August 1909, dealing with Ihe expenditure connected with the past of military 
attache ai Meshed and tlie share to be borne by the Ho# and Indian Government b 
respectiv e ly- * 

2, Your Lordship desires, in the first place, to be furnished with any observations 
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we may wish to offer on Foreign Office letter dated the 30th September, lOdO, addressed 

to the India Office. * v j 

In this connection we observe that Sir Edward Grey is apparently inclined lo 
include this post of military attach^ at Meshed in the general question of Indian 
consular establishments in Persia. 

We arc unable to endorse this view. Except for the faei that the mditary attache 
resides at Meshed, aa being in the circximstances the most convenient centre the raison 
rTetre of tlie appointment is unconnected with Fen# and Persian affairs. I hat this as 
so, is clearly 7 shown in the Original proposals for the creation of tlie post,, which formed 
the subject of our military Secret despatch No, 170 of 1004, 

Further, we gather that Kir Edward Grey regards the appointment as being 
analogous with that of an ordinary military attacheship in Europe and elsewhere. Ale 
would submit j on the contrary, that a marked distinction is to he drawn between the 
two cases. 

Ordinarily, a military attach^ is accredited lo and resides at tliq Capital of the 
country concerned* He is a recognised official of the Embassy or Ligation, as the case 
may be, and thus acquires, and as a matter of courtesy is accorded, many facilities in 
the discharge of hie duties. 

The military attache at Meshed, on the other hand, is very differently placed* lie 
does not even reside in the country wherein are centred his responsibilities. Although 
resident at Meshed, his duties lifi beyond the Persian border, in Russian lurkiatan, and 
it k only by means of agencies located in Russian territory, that those duties can be 
adequately carried out. lie is, in fact, an intelligence officer, forced by circuinstances 
to reside outside the country on which he is expected to report. _ f i be pay o) the agents 
employed forms an item of extraordinary Scpenditure* which is obviously peculiar to 

the Meshed post. ... 

It will also readily be understood that the control of these agencies entails a more 
elaborate, and consequently a more costly, clerical establishment. 

We arc, therefore, strongly of opinion that this, appointment is to be regarded m 
being of a very special nature, and distinct from lirilish representation in Persia and 
military attaches in general. Were ibis appointment abolished wo should be practically 
without any means of keeping ourselves informed concerning Russian military 
movements m Central Asia and on the Afghan border land. 

3. We now proceed to give the information your Lordship desires on certain 

points I— 

(1.) A statement showing the sums expended on the appointment during the years 
1904-&; I90fj-e, 1906-7, VJ07-S, and from the 1st April to the 21st October, 1908, is 
attached (Enclosure Mo, 4). 

The. expenditure lias not been included in the annual statements of diplomatic 
And consular expenditure in Persia, ell charges having been passed direct to debit of 
the military estimates.

The 
trade of the, country through the southern ports has been seriously dislocated, anil 
were the sheikh r.o become ill-disposed consequent on our failure to afford him adequate 
support in connection with the present incident, various British enterprises on the 
Kanm and in south-west Persia would be seriously hampered. But the result of 
failure to support the she!Mi hcattily to obtain honourable terms in iliia dispute will 
not ha limited to Molmmmerah alone. There arc not wanting indications that the 
vidi J s action at Mohammerah was a ballon dktsai, and that unless his proceedings arc 
discredited, Turkish nctivifflwill extend to Kuweit. Bahrein, and along the Arabian 
shore of the Persian Gulf, as also to the southern portion of tho Tureo-Persiaai 
boundary, endangering the stability of British influence and prestige throughout the 
region mentioned. 

■I. We trust that Ills Majesty's Government will bo in accord with our view, and 
will make a strong representation to the Turkish Government on behalf of the sheikh, 
whose good-will is essential to the maintenance of British interests in the Kanm 
region, and we would earnestly invito attention to the hope expressed by Colonel Cox 
in the teat sub-paragraph of paragraph 3 of his letter dated the 16th June, 1 010, that 
it may be possible to enunciate some common lines of policy for the guidance of His 
Majesty's consuls at Bussoreh and Mohammcrab. by the joint pursuit of which they 
will be able to keep the Turkish authorities and the Sheikh of Mohammerah within 
constitutional bounds, and, by so doing, jointly safeguard our position and great 
interests at the head of tho gulf.

I HAVE the honour to report that my board baa given careful consideration to 
the suggestion recently made by you to one of our directors, Colonel Ricot, that, unless 
those unliuishsd portions of the roads in Persia for which we hold a concession, but to 
which the terms of the Anglo-Russian Convention apply, be completed before the 
period allowed by the concession for construction shall have elapsed, there may arise 
difficulties with the Russian Government in preying for an extension of the construction 
period* 

The portions of the road in question are; (1) the section between Kum and 
Ispahan, (2) the section between Sultanahad and a point about (30 miles from 
Sultanabml, between Khoramabad and Rurujird, and (3) the section between Bumjird 
and Ispahan. 

It is well known to you that it has been impossible to commence construction work 
on these sections owing to the general insecurity of the country* The Persian 
Government has not been in a position to make good the rights of protection which 
are conferred by article 3 of the concession, Even in tlio ease of the completed road 
between Kum and Sidtanabad wo are still unable to collect tolls on the section of it 
in os+t frequented by L raffia owing to the inability of the Persian Government to a (ford 
sufficient protection to the toll collectors. 

But a considerable sum of money has been expended on making surveys on the 
section between Kum and Ispahan- 

Inasmuch as existing concessions are expressly safeguarded by the Anglo-Russian 
Convention, my board fools that, under the circumstances mentioned above, the 
company has strong reason to look for the support of Bis Majesty's Government to 
their undoubted claim for an extension of the period of construction beyond the 
24th August, 1912, die date to which the previous extension was granted by the 
supplementary article of August. 19Q2. it was well known to the founders of the 
enterprise that n considerable time would elapse before it could be placed upon a 
remunerative basis, and they counted upon the full support, of His Majesty's 
government during that period. 

My board would there Fori? request thal, if any apprehension bo eufcertained as to 
the possibility of objections on the part of the Russian Government at the time when 
application for extension of the period would be matte in the ordinary course, 
His Majesty’s Minister in Tehran may be desired to apply at. once to the Persian 
Government for such extension. The extension required is for a further period of 
ton years, Application in this sense at the present time could not be considered 
mi reasonable, as it- would ho practically impossible lo complete all the roads boforo 
August 1912, even it' the necessary security for life and property could he guaranteed. 

Although, my hoard are ndudaiH to lie lie ve that the Russian Government, in view 
of the circumstances stated above, would oppose the extension of the period for 
ceps l ruction, they have care fully considered the possibility of Jncli opposition and of 
consequent reluctance on the part of the Persian Government to enaction the 
extension* With the object of facilitating action by lliw Majesty’s Gov|mment in such 
u contingency, ruv board huvr made the necessary financial arrangements* to enable 
them, should it be deemed necessary, to commence work on the Kimi-Ispahan section, 
nt once, provided that the Persian Government, which appears to be emerging from 
the many diiEculLies under which it has been labouring, will guarantee the safety of 
the construction staff, including (ho European engineers who would be in charge and 
in possession of the necessary funds for wages and material. 

It would of course have to be agreed that the date of completion would be 
understood in a liberal sense, Much would depend upon the time occupied in making 
the necessary preliminary arrangements with the Persian Government Should it not 
be possible to commence work until the spring of next year, it would be impossible to 
pledge ourselves to complete by the end of August 1012, and all we could undertake to 
do would be lo proceed with the work with all reasonable expedition. We should also 
require an assurance from the Persian Government that the expenditure of a specified 
sum of money, say 113,000/., would entitle us to levy tolls. This is a point of considerable 
importance, because onr own experience in dm post, as well as that of the Russian 
Government, has been that all kinds of difficulties are raised by the Persian 
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authorities in the way of the grant to levy tolls after the constructors have completed 
their work. It may be within your recollection that the Russian Government obtained 
permission from the Persian Government for the Russian Road Company to levy tolls 
on the Kaz.vin-Ramadan road oven become construction had been completed. 

As regards the sum required, our board originally agreed to expend the sura of 
5|000L oh the Kum-Ispahan section, provided the expenditure of this sum would curry 
with it the levying of tolls. My board is willing to increase thia mini to 12,000/., the 
amount of the estimate of their engineers made a few years ago* Our engineers found 
that the sum of 5,000/., which had been suggested to ns as sufficient at the time when 
the transfer of the road concession was made to us, was wholly inadequate. 

In communicating this decision to yon, lam instructed by my board to emphasise 
the fact that their offer is made for the purpose of facilitating action on tlio part of 
His Majesty’s Government in preserving the concession, as a whole. It is well known 
to you that the present rate of tolls is not sufficient even to poy a moderate interest on 
the capital expended. For this reason we have for some time past been endeavouring 
to get the tolls on the Kum-Tehran road equalised to the tolls on tlve corresponding 
Russian road between Tehran and Kasvin. But for one reason or another the diecufrsioft 
of this question has been postponed by I lie Persian Government My board hope that 
they may count upon the full support of Hie Majesty's Government to this application 
for an increase in tolls, which would also apply to the Kum-Ispahan section when 
constructed. It would be desirable that this question should be settled at the earliest 
possible opportunity, though it. might a#t bo advisable to press il at the present time 
if the Persian Government decide to grant the ten years 1 extension without insisting 
on an early commencement. 

As regards the section from Sultanabad to a point about CO miles distent, ray 
board suggest that the Russian Government are not likely under any circumstances to 
oppose the renewal of the period of construction for ibis rand, because it represents 
an integral portion of the Sultana bad- Ah was road, the greater part of which lies 
outside their special sphere in relation to His Majesty's Government.

I AM directed by the Board of Trade to acknowledge the note addressed from 
your department to the director of their Gmnmerdul intelligence Branch on the 16th 
August, enclosing print of a paper relating to a scheme for the construction of a 
railway destined to connect Europe with India and the Far East by way of Persia, 

In reply, 1 am to forward to you the accompanying copy of a memorandum which 
has been prepared by the director of the Intelligence Branch rejecting this matter, 
and to state that the Board agree generally with the observations contained therein, 
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The Board desire me to state, however, for Sir E. Grey’s information, that in their 
opinion the scheme in question is of a very speculative character and has been pni 
forward mainly in Russian interests, They think with Mr, Worthington, that the 
estimate of cost which has been mentioned allows a sufficient margin for dealing with 
the difficulties of the proposed route (which they take to be that referred to in the 
enclosed memorandum),, but they would point out that so little is really known of the 
economic conditions mid possibilities of development of Central Persia that any estimate 
of the revenue likely to be earned by the suggested rail way must bo largely conjectural, 
lu any event, while Russian trade would probably be considerably benefited by the 
■construction of etteh a line as that proposed- -and possibly Indian trade nko in a less 
degree—United Kingdom trade would probably not be benefited by it to any material 
extent, at any rate for a long time after its opening. The possibility, indeed, might 
have to bo faced that the expansion of Russian trade in the interior of Persia might 
take plate at the expense of purely United Kingdom trade. 

The Board doubt, the probability of much of the Australian export of goods and 
bullion availing itself of the proposed; new route whether it were made to connect 
with the Indian railway system or to have its terminus at, one of the Gulf ports. They 
agree with .Mr, Worthington's view that so far as regards through traffic, the transport 
of passengers would probably form the bulk of the business of such a line, though 
even here the powerful competition of the sea route would always remain to be 
contended against- As regards through goods traffic, whether to the Ear East, to 
Australasia, or to the Persian Gulf littoral, they do not think that the railway route 
would he utilised to any appreciable extent, involving as it would additional handling 
and greater cost, as well as a souse of insecurity until such time as it would be possible 
for a stable and enlightened Government to be established in Persia. 

As regards the effect of the proposed railway on British trade with Persia, which 
is mainly carried on through the Persian Gulf ports, the board consider thnL the result 
would probably be to the disadvantage of British as compared w ith Russian trade unless 
the scheme included a line connecting Kerman with the Gulf. Such a lino would 
possess solid advantages for British commercial interests, though it. would be costly to 
construct, and the extent to which it would prove remunerative be doubtful I t would, 
however, appear essential that the control of any branch to the Gulf should be 
predominantly British, in view of the paramount British interests in the Persian Gulf. 
It is assumed, of course, that in the event of a railway being constructed in Persia 
connecting with the European system, specific stipulations would be insisted upon for 
equal facilities and charges in all respects for British passengers and goods with 
Russian passagers and goods. If these two conditions bo fulfilled, viz,, a line from 
Kerman to the Gulf in the control ol which British influence should predominate, and 
equal facilities for all throughout the whole railway, the Board think that His Majesty's 
Government might adopt an attitude of benevolent neutrality towards the scheme* 

The Board, however, doubt if, from a commercial point of view, the scheme is 
For the present iikely to prove a success or to attract the investing public, unless the 
British, Indian* or Russian Governments, or the three jointly, are preparer] to offer a 
guarantee of a certain minimum return on the capital embarked. The Board assume 
that there is little likelihood of either the Indian or the Home Government offering 
such a guarantee*

THE route favoured in the memorandum, on which the estimate of cost on p* 5 is 
based, is that from Baku to Scietan, and it. Is apparently the best for connecting the 
Russian mid Indian railway systems. The precise route is not stated, but I gather the 
line would run from Baku along the coast to Res lit. (population 42,000}, thence ir would 
follow, more or loses, the Russian road to Tehran (population SS.OOQih thence the Lynch 
road to Kum (population 36,000), thence to Keshan, then, leaving Ispahan (population 
70,000) to the right, by Main to Yozd (population 4,500 according to con Hid, but 
60,000 according to Mr. Gleudowc-Newcomen 1), thence to Kerman, (population 00,000 
accordingly consul, but 09,000 to 100,000 according to Mr, Gleadowo-Newcomcu), and 
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flcra£i the desert ;o Ggistan. As to the feasibility of this route, I understand a carriage 
l’oafl could probably ho made without, difficulty along the coast from Baku to liesht, 
and that from Resht to Kerman the listing roads can bo negotiated by a fourgon, 
although in the ascent from the coast to Tehran the gradients arc as high ap 1 in 10 or 
12. The estimated cost o£ 85,000 roubles per verst, or about 13 t 500£. per mile, seems 
ample. In the United States 6,OOOZ. per mile h a kind of average figure, taking rough 
and smooth, but not all mountain, of course, lor a single lino over a long distance. The 
India Office will probably have figures of coat of somewhat similar linos to the one in 
question. 

The statement of estimated results is very difficult to value; any such estimates 
must involve a good deal of guesswork. Passengers would probably be the mainstay 
of the line; it would be very difficult to estimate what the amount of freight earned on 
goods might be* I notice the rate estimated to be obtained on goods for transit through 
Persia is nearly 37 jj. 6 d, per ton, and if the rates, say, from Allahabad (to take a central 
point) to Seistan be added on the Indian side, and the rate from Baku to London on the 
European side, the total figure would -be such as to preclude all but the most costly 
class of merchandise from being carried in through traffic. The competition of the 
overland route from London to Constantinople is hardly felt, I understand, by the sea 
route, and rates for such goods as might use it are much more than double the sea rates* 
Probably, however, the figures of the Trans-Siberian Railway, if obtainable, would 
form a better guide as to what might bo expected on a through line to India. Doubt* 
teas Shore would always bo a certain amount of specially valuable goods to be taken to 
India, and a certain amount of such goods to be brought from India, which would 
avail of a quick route, even at a high coat.

The advantage to British and Indian trade of a quick mail and passenger route to 
India would no doubt be considerable, but as regards goods it would be of minor 
importance (at least as regards British trade), for the reason that has been indicated in 
the foregoing. To Russian trade with India it would be of greater advantage than to 
British, for Russia is at present for practical purposes ns far oil from India as England,

In the case of 
every demaud which had been addressed to them of kte they had refused to give any 
satisfaction. M. Sazonow cited the question of the conversion of the debts due to the 
Russian Bank, the case of the attack on M. Passok, the conditions attached by the 
Russian Government to the withdrawal of their troops, and the question of the 
engagement by the Persian Government of foreign assistants. 

His Excellency added that M- Poklewsky had reported to him that the 
Government now in power at Tehran wore proving entirely intractable. 

M. Bazonow expressed the opinion that the Persian Government would bo certain 
to disregard the proposed communication us to assistants, and said that in that case 
strong pressure would have to be brought to bear on them. His Excellency mentioned 
the following means by which such pressure might he exercisedA threat that a 
demand would fie made for the immediate payment, of the arrears ol debts due. by the 
Persian Government; a threat to seize the Persian Customs; and to refuse to admit 
military stores through the Caucasus; a threat that not only would Russia not 
withdraw her troops from Persian territory, but that she would bring them up to 
u their full strength," 

I remarked that action of the kind indicated in the last suggestion would bo 
interpreted as a Russian military occupation of North Persia, M, Bazono\v stated that 
he was convinced that the exorcise of some Bitch pressure as thai which he bad 
indicated was becoming inevitable, though Russia would not have recourse to it 
without the concurrence of His Majesty's Govorament.

I am to inform you in reply that Sir E. Grey entirely shares the view held by 
Viscount Morley that* in the dispute between the sheikh and the Vali of Busenrah, the 
conduct of the former was correct and that of the latter completely unjustified, and 
that as goon as he learns of the King's consent to c onfer on the sheikh the distinction 
of a K.C.LE, he will Instruct His Majesty’s Minister at Tehran to cause the assurances 
to be conveyed to the sheikh* since the two announcements would produce a greater 
effect if made to his Excellency simultaneously. 

Sir K Grey further concurs in the opinion expressed in the penultimate paragraph 
of your letter ns to the unsatisfactory character of the attitude lately adopted by the 
Turkish Government and local authorities towards British interests* and is considering 
what representations His Majesty’s Ambassador at Constantinople should be instructed 
to make on the subject. When he lias reached a decision on this question a further 
communication will be addressed to you* but in the meanwhile ho considers it better to 
avoid, for the present, a naval demonstration at the head of the Persian Gulf* and to 
arrange that, when His Majesty's consul-general at Bushire proceeds to Mohamracrab 
to give the assurances to the sheikh* he shoutd be conveyed to that port in a gun-boat. 1 
I am to add that the text of the assurances in question will bo forwarded to Hia

After a careful study of these papers, which may ba considered to present the valis 
case in connection with this question, and of a despatch from His Majesty’s consul- 
general at Bushina, copy of which is enclosed, for your information,* setting forth the 
history of the incident from the sheikh s point of view, I have reached the conclusion 
that the conduct of the volt was violent and arbitrary, which, moreover, the Porte 
appear themselves to admit from the fact of his recall, and that tl|c attitude of the 
sheikh was not otherwise than conciliatory and reasonable. 

It appears to me that Mr. Crow, in Ids treatment of this question, has failed to 
realise what are the relations of I lie Majesty’s Government with the sheikh and the true 
interests of Great Britain in the regions of the Persian Gulf, and that this is proved by 
his failure to inform your Excellency by telegraph of the vali’s projected attack on 
Zeiu as soon as it came to his knowledge (see his despatch No. 22 of I be £3rd April to 
your Excellency), a step whereby most of the complications which subsequently arose 
might very likely have been avoided, and by theemtement in his letter of the 27th April 
to His Majesty’s acting consul at Mohoimmerah, that the sheikh s day of reckoning had 
come, and that, though the action of the Turkish authorities might be arbitrary, lie 
would press for them to be supplied with the proper menu* to carry it through (sec 
enclosure No. 6 in Colonel Cox’s despatch No* £, Confidential, of the 16th June).

“ FI H refotonca to my despatch No* 50, Confidential, of the 13th instant, I have 
the honour to report to your Excellency that I called on JeM Bey, Governor-General 
of Erzcroum, yesterday* and enquired whether he could give me any information with, 
respect r.o the recent Turua-Pettuau frontier incident, which, I understand, is now 
forming the subject of conversation at Constantinople between the Persian and Russian 
Embassies and the Imperial Government. 

ilia Excellency informed In reply, that the immediate cause of the incident 
was the constant encroaclimeiit of Persian Kurds, who, eneou raged by the Hakim of 
Ovajik and i tie influential Sardar of Maku, had been for years stealthily appropriating 
lands belonging to Turkish Kurds, and had been sowing drops and mowing hay in the 
fields thus acquired. This had naturally led to disputes, and when, a couple of 
months ago, the officer commanding a small detachment had ordered some Peifjans to 
quit certain lands belonging to Turkish Kurds near Lite hamlet of Noftp, the former 
had opened fire on the troops, in consequence of which the aggressors were severely 
chastised on the following day, several being killed and wounded. Immediately on 
learning of the occurrence a member of the Russian Legation at Tehran who happened 
to ho _ at Maku at the time proceeded to Kef to with a Cossack escort and approached the 
I urkifih detachment with the object of protesting. The commanding officer, however, 
refused lo receive this gentleman until he had sent Ids escort back to Nefto, and on 
learning the object of the visit declared that he must decline to enter into discussion 
regarding a matter exclusively concerning the Ottoman and Persian Governments. 
The Russian thereupon took his departure* 

In the meantime the vali had received instructions to discuss the question on the 
spot with Daud Khan, the Persian consul-general at Erzeroum, and the latter had also 
been similarly instructed by Ms Ambassador at Constantinople. The consul-general, 
however— who receives no salary, and is understood to be living in a stale of almost 
complete destitution—could not afford the expense of the journey, and the vali 
consequently proceeded alone to Bayard, where he satisfied himself, from a perusal o! 
official archives, not only that, the territory actually contested was Turkish, but that so, 
recently as eight years ago I urkjsh troops had been tii effective occupationuf points 
two hours 1 march beyond Nefto, 

While at BayMiid, JeM Bey received several visits from .\L MikhaiilofF, t£io Russian 
consul there, who protested officially against the violation l>J' Persian tcrrilory, and 
intimated to the vali his intention of accompanying liis Excellency to the spot and there 
conducting an enquiry in common, according to instructions received from his embassy, 
M* Mikh&iloffj whose conduct on this occasion seems to have 1 won worthy of the worst 
traditions of Russian officialdom—lie severely thrashed a municipal agent in the vali's 
presence—was informed that J dial Bey had no instructions to enter into negotiations 
with him, and that an enquiry in common was out of the question. 

The vali then proceeded to the frontier, after some discussion with the Persian 
vice-consul at Bayaald, and there met a brother of the Sardar of Maku, who, however, 
was imnblc to adduce auy evidence in support of Persian claims, and betrayed some 
modification fin being sh^n the traces of Turkish encampments fur beyond the point 
actually in diftSute. 

Jelkl Bey informed mo that there were only two battalions distributed along the 
froiukr, and that the number of men at Nefto. did not exceed twenty* The discussion 
i>f the matter hud now been transferred to Constantinople, and hie report would leave 
by yesterday's moil. 

I should not omit to mention that, according to the vali's statement, the Persian 
squatters were told that they would bo allowed to take possession of their crops on

ENGAGEMENT of foreign assistants. 

With reference to your telegram No. 270 of the 17th September, J have the 
honour to report that I should bo most unwilling to concur in Russia's employing any 
of the throats proposed. Such a step might bring about the downfall of the present 
Ministry—an issue I should regret., although it would doubtless be viewed by Russia 
with more than equanimity I submit„ however, that if any of the threats are to be 
employed it. would be better to take action immediately than to await the eventuality 
of the Persian Government disregarding the communication which the two Govern¬ 
ments are on the eve of making. I venture to suggest that if we were obliged to use 
tiic.se threats—as ts apparently contemplated by Russia—in the face, for example, of 
a decision to employ German assistants, we should be placed in a very awkward 
position, 

I quite agree that it is most important that we should in this matter exercise 
sufficient pressure to obtain what we desire before the Persian Government goes any 
further, but 1 am confident that this object would be effected by the communication 
suggested in my telegram No. 3GQ of the ll.th: September, which is stronger titan that 
proposed in your telegram to Air.

i AM coining to you again with an appeal for help, I toping that you will kindly 
pass it on to Mr. Brooks, of the " Friends of Armenia, ,h if you think it best to do bo. 
The people for whom I wish to appeal are the same ones whom you have several times 
helped Ai the time of the rush of refugees from Turkey at the time of the Armenian 
massacres, lImre were among others the Syrians of Mar Bishu, a little valley with a 
very undent, clench, between ns and Guwar. Most of these returned to Mar Bishu, hut 
some eighty or a hundred houses settled in Terg&wnr inn village called Du&tellan. 
Be it, under their lender, one of our evangelical preachers, they worked and got a good 
start again. As you know, the Twrlcr near us hua been the scene of more or leas 
disorder for the past seven or eight years. Among the worst sufferers have been these 
people, Wlit’ii ihe Turks came over and seized the border regions of Tergawar, 
Mergawar, fe, they with the other Christians lied. This colony, with our advice, and, 

I believe, also with some more help from you, settled again in what seemed lo us a 
very favourable location. Again limy mi to work and got a fine stmt, though they 
have been :u a disadvantage from ilie disturbances that have berm so general. 
Unfortunately a Kurdish chief,, who has chosen to stay by the Persians and not, be 
annexed to Turkey, was given quarters in the village by the landlord, panly because 
the village limt once been the stronghold of one of bis ancestors, a famous robber, 3o 
the Syrians have bad lo support not only themselves, but lids noble robber wilh his 
thirty or forty minor thieved Appeals have often been made to the Persian authorities 
in some way lo get rid of this Kurd, but they have been too busy keeping iheir own 
heads above water i?j do much for others. This year another calamity came on the 
others m the way of a most terrific hail-storm* which simply destroyed their crops and 
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even the mountain grass* which they depend on for their sheep in the winter. Besides 
them, one other Syrian village is in dire distress from the combined ravages of this 
Tamar Agha and the hail* and we should like very much to be able to do something for 
the neediest- of them* 

It seems from the actions of the Turks ami from the direct statements of their 
officials in Van and elsewhere that the Turks have made up their minds to have 
Urumia. They have actual possession of scores of villages around us and on the south 
down to the shores of the lake that have been Persian territory for generations. The 
worst of it for us here is that they are following the policy of letting the Kurils near 
by harass the villages, and take actual possession of them, in order to keep them 
in distress till they can come in as saviours. 

I am writing at our college place 2 miles out from the city, and all the villages 
near us are in possession of a miserable Kurdish robber, The landlords get nothing 
from die villagers, or get only by favour of the Kurd, He lives off the villagers. The 
Persian Government dare do nothing for fear of the Turks. Turkish occupation may 
possibly be inevitable, or even desirable, but it is hard to have it come in this way. 

1 hope that you will forgive me for making this appeal, and I hope very much that 
the way may be open for you to help us out.

Agreement between SoutetHtd-Dovileh,Sardnr-i-Ashayir; Muiz^Q-Smana, Sardqr Arfa; 

and Gholam Id-za Khan, Sardor Ashraf, 

(Rough translation.) 

Clause L'—As the protection of their country is the duty of till Persians, wo 
patriots, considering it our duty, ha|e entered into an agreement to protect the 
integrity of Persia, faultlessly and to the full extent of our ability and the power which 
the Almighty has given us. 

Clause 2. - We will essay that the constitution be perfected and made permanent, 
and we will faithfully do our best until such a time as a proper constitution is 
permanently established in Persia, 

Cannae 3.—As peace and quid, is the country's greatest need, we patriots have 
therefore agreed, each in his own district, to ensure peace and quiet, so that the safety 
of trade, both foreign and internal, and good relations with foreign powers* may be 
assured^ so that both foreign and Persian subjects may live at case, and so that the 
officers of State may be able with easy minds to use their best endeavours for tJio 
establishment of the constitution and the protection of the integrity of Persia. 

Clause L—As this agreement lias for its object the integrity of the State and the 
establishment of all that may he necessary for congmutional Government, therefore 
those of the nobility and chiefs of Persia, who hold the same opinion and with all 
sincerity wish to become partners to this agreement, will be received by us with all 
honour and respect into this society of associates. 

f 'lause 6 —-The partners to this agreement arc agreed as far as it is possible 
faithfully to protect each other's honour, position, and interests. . 

Chr.tisr (3.—p'ho associates to this agreement hereby proclaim that they consider 
and have constituted themselves the protectors and stewards of the AledjlisB, so that 
from now onwards the members of the said Medjliss may know that they have powerful 
supporters, so that fearlessly and untroubled (hey may give expression to their 
opinions for the? good of the country and constitution, and may not fail m the execution 
of their duties, moreover, that should they know anybody to be an intriguer or biassed 
they may fearlessly let ns know, and on proof of the truth of the assertion we will 
remove them, and we patriots consider it our benmdon duty to uphold the Medjliss.

of five years as a punishment.

SINCE my return from leave on the 18th ultimo there has been nothing calling 
for spec ini record in the political situation at LVhrap, where the new Cabinet appears 
for the moment. Jo be working harmoniously Tin: Medjlba is busy discussing the 
ongagemenf of foreign assistants, but tJs deliberations are secret, and 1 have not^been 
able to obtain any authoritative information. As reported in my telegram No, 339 of 
tho 25th August, my Russian colleague and 1 delivered on the 2-l<h August to the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs the friendly and imuilicinl advice of the two Powers to 
apply for the loan of foreign assistants to the minor States rather than to the great 
Powers, and it day or two later, on receipt of your telegram No. 258 of the 27th August, 

I supplemented (his advice with a further recommendation to flak for French-Swiss itx 
the event of its being decided to engage Swiss citizens. 

I regret to have to report that the Persian Government seems as far as over from 
bringing tho Medjliss fo show those marks of good will to Russia which are demanded 
by the Russian Minister as a condition for the withdrawn! of the Russian troops. Ah 
you are aware, the conditions for the with drawn 1 of the KnKvim force are:—r 

L The prolongation of a copper mining concession in Azerbaijan, which it i#- 
c on tent led the disorders in the (IikI ric't have made it impossible to work during tho 

period for whfoh tho conce^ion wufl originally gSpted ; and 

2 . 'The tree entry of a number of automobiles for running on the Russian roads, 

i have lost no opportunity of pressing upon the Minister for Foreign Affairs the 
expediency of exerting hiiUHt/lI with the Medjliss in favour of these demands, but I 
cuimbt sea that l Irnvc made any impression. It k the demand for the free entry of 
automobiles which is the real stumbling-block, the Minister for Foreign Affaire 
contending that it will threw all the traffic oil the northern roads into Russian hands, 
il contention to which most nnfuriumitely -sonic colour lias recently been given by the 
ill-advi&od action of tho malingers of the .Julfa - Tabreess road, On this road u number 
of automobiles um now running, having been allowed through the eustpiaip, the 
questfflof payment, of duties lining left'in suspense. Since their Inlfoductipn, the 
nmnugers have put in force a [lumber of vexations regulations for traffic other than 
that of uiitoniobiles, with the evident object of killing @pntitioii. I have pointed out 
m M, Poklcwski how very ill-advised such net ion is at this moment, anti E believe lie is 
doing hi* best lo induce the management to repair its blunder, but the harm has beep 
done; complaints have appeared in the prose, and the feeling aroused will make il 
doubly difficult for the Minister for Foreign Allaire to obtain ihe Medjte’e consent Lo 
tho Russia u Minister's demands* 

In the provinces interest lias centred in iho movements of Soulet-ed-Duwleh, chief 
ijf ihe Knshgui, who has for several weeks been in negoti|tions with certain of the 
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Bflhhtiari Khans and the local assembly at Ispahan with the object apparently of 
making sure of the retention of the Ilkhaniship. His attitude ©wards the Central 
Government has recently given causa for anxiety. As reported in my telegram 
No. 845 oE the 31st August, he sent some days ago a threatening message to the 
Persian Government, in which lie announced that ho was about to march on Tehran, 
having received orders from the Ulema of Nejcf to avenge the death of Seyyid 
Abdullah. The threat was thought Sufficiently serious to warrant Sardar Assad's 
ordering 2,000 Bakhtiaris up from Chaharmakal to Ispahan The situation was 
complicated by dissensions amongst the- Bakhthins, and it was reported that Amir 
Mufukham, who, it will be fomembered, commanded the royalist section of the 
Bakhtiaris at die time of the revolution in duly lilQff, had declared himself for SoiiUtr 
ed’Dowleh. The origin of these dissensions has bqen described to Mr, Churchill m 
great coniideuce by Sardar Muht&h&m, Amir MufakhanTs brother* find Sardar Assad's 
Sret cousin, wbo, though Ilbeggi of the lftkhtiari, hits been staying in Tehran since 
the rovolntiom Sardar Muhiesliain informed Mr. Churchill that Sardar Assad had 
ordered his, brother, Sardar Zaffer, who was in Ispahan on his way to Iris post as 
Governor of Kerman, to collect a Bakhtinri force and attack Soufet-ed-DowIeh. Sardar 
Zaffer applied te Amir Mufukh&m for assistance, but tho latter, while expressing his 
readiness to proceed against the Kashgui if ordered by the Persian Government, 
refused to act merely on orders from Sardar Assad. Sardar Zullor, who is a man of 
hot. temper and totally lacking in tact., retorted with Ihrente to exterminate Amir 
Mufaktuiui and his branch of the family, find |p so Far as to telegraph to Sardar 
Assad in Tehran, bidding him arrest Sardar Mnhteshflm. The breach at one time, 
owing to ibe intemperate folly of Sardar Z offer, threatened to assume very formidable 
proportions involving hostilities between the two branched of the tribe, but fortunately 
the strenuous and united exertions from Tehran of Sardar Assad and fiannsairi-eE- 
Sultnnfh of the one branch and of Sardar Mwhtesjh'flm of the other in favour of peace 
have apparently borne fruit, for latest advices point to some kind of recouciliation. 
These dissensions have prevented any operations against the Kasligai, but timiLet-od- 
Dowieh, whose negotiations with Ispahan seem to have proved abortive, ami who, it 
was one time feared, was meditating a eoup dc main on Ispahan, is reported to have 
retired to Abadah, 

In F&rs there is no improvement to record. The Firuzabad route is open between 
Eushire and Shiraz, but tho postal road between these two places and between Shirta 
and Ispahan is closed. Ain-odd )owleh has been appointed Governor-General, but has 
not yet started from Tehran, l hope intimated i.o the Minister for Foreign Affair* 
privately that 1 am empowered to make stronger representations than any I have yet 
made a Wit tho state of the sou thorn roads, but that l am deferring doing ho for a 
while as 1 do not wish to embarrass the how Government more than I can help, but 
that, it would be well to make tho most of the respite by losing no time In sending a 
really strong governor to Shiraft.

By refusing the company permission to place its barges on the 
Upper Karun, the Persian Government fails to lake one of the most vital and essentially 
necessary measures for the carrying out of this company's object, for to refuse the 
company adequate means lu transport its staff, plant, machinery* tools, .stores, and 
appliances to the destination where they arc required* is tantamount to obstructing, to 
the point of complete demoralisation* the company's business and, as such, is a breach 
of llie terms of the concession, 

The permit to place the company's launch on the Upper Karim, given by the 
Persian Government to the comply, is worth the paper it is written on and no more, 
when such permit is accompanied by a refusal to give the company's launch any barges 
to tow. 1 l is obvious that the launch cannot convey the company's material without 
barges, and as the company has no use for the launch without barges' it is meantime 
lying idle at Ahwass, and the eumpitny is losing every day, not only the cost of the 
wages of iLs crew and the cost of iu maintenance, but the interest on the money paid 
to purchase the launch also. 

The company cannot see its way to sufibi without protest the money losses being 
incurred as above Giown and in various other ways too inimeroua to mention. We will 
be glad, therefore, if you will advise liis Britannic Majesty's Minister at Tehran that 
the company will claim damages from the Persian Government at. the rate of 3001.

indispensable to the proper working of the pipe line. There is, moreover, a clear 
precedent in the company A favour in the cose of the telephone which runs along the 
Russian Rcsht-Tehran road, for which there has been no special concession. 

Hussein Knli Khan, with whom E have discussed the matter, realises, I think, that 
the telephone is indispensable for the proper working of the pipe line, hut ho maintains 
that the right secured to the company by article 2 of its concession to construct the 
necessary ** trnv&ux et figcuccmcnt* " (rendered in the English text “ works of arrange¬ 
ment") cannot properly fie interpreted as applying in the case of a telephone which ho 
contends should form the object of a special concession. 

I do not apprehend that the Persian Government will be so ill-advised as to resort 
to active measures to interfere with the telephone, hut I entertain hut little hope of 
inducing it, at any rate without some mid pro quo, to admit that the company is acting 
within its rights ; and as, unless the Persian Government's consent can be secured, the 
telephone will, like the barges on the Upper Kanin, be a constant source of friction 
between the Persian Government anil the company, I think the latter would, he well 
advised to consider whether some quid pro quo could not be offered-—whether, for 
instance, it could not. see its way to admit a generous interpretation of article 4 of the 
concession, which provides that three petroleum mines now worked, hy Persians shall be 
comprised in the concession tor a payment of 2,000 tomans a-year. This article is now- 
in dispute, the Persian Government oontcriding that it is entitled to the 2,000 tomans 
ji-yoar since the granting of the concession, the company on the other hand maintaining 
that as they have never used the three petroleum mines referred to they are not liable 
for this annuity. If this question were submitted to arbitration, it would be, it seems 
to me, n matter of some doubt whether the company would win its case, and I think the 
company would be acting in its liest interest if it were to pay full arrears of this 
annuity to the Persian Government on condition that the Persian Government desisted 
from Its opposition to tho Jjrtrges and the telephone,

1 regret now to have to report that from telegrams which have 
passed between the khans in the last day or two, and which have been shewn mo 
secretly, it is evident that, the reconciliation has not made progress, and, moreover, that 
All Amir MofakhWa brothers, including Sardar Mahlnshem, the Ubcggi, who is now 
us Toll ran, Sardar-i-Jaug, Governor oE Yezd, and Bardar-i-Ashja, Governor of Ispahan,' 
arc in collusion with Sonietred-Dowloh, 

In ray despatch above referred to, 1 recorded the explanation of the origin of tho 
dissensions which Sardar M elite shem gave Mr. Churchill very coiifidenim 11 y some days 
ago, but E did not mention a part, of Sordar Mohtashem’s confidences winch 1 regarded 
at tho time as too improbable to record, officials, and more appropriate to a private 
letter Ilian to a despatch, Tim telegrams which l have recently seen, however, reveal 
such hostility between the two branches of tho khans that I am inclined to think that 
whether Bard nr Mohtashem*s allegations are true or not they are believed by all Ids 
brothers, and E therefore venturi to record therm Bus ides giving Ml-, Churdiill the 
account on 1 Halted in my previous despatch of the immediate causes of the dissensions 
which have broken out, Sardar Mditasltem declared that Sttrdur Assad was aiming ai.

His l&celluncy wiid that his principal reason for fancying that something of the 
kind indicated had been taking place was the attitude assumed by the Turkish 
Government in llio question of the Sanjjuin-Bivaa railway.

Memorandum by Consul-General Larimer respecting the proposed lirduction of Expen¬ 
diture in the British Ccmsidate-Ueneral at Bagdad and transfer of that [Hint from

THE motives ot the proposal are apparently two; (1) economy, and (2) abolition 
nf dual control These are desirable objects, hut can they be attained without an 
undue sacrifice of political Influence and administrative dhefenoy ^ 

%. The chief causes of the expeusivene^ of 1 the Bagdad station arc the presence of 
the Royal Indian Mail steamer ,+ Comet,” and an Indian military guard, and the 
largeness of the buildings and grounds of the residency. 11‘ one of those items even can 
he eliminated, a substantial saving will be effected, but not otherwise. It seem a to me, 
after nearly eight immfchF experience of the country, thut the future of Turkey ns a 
whole, and of this province particularly, is too uiicevtaiu to admit as yet of the removal 
<dther of tlfe “Comet” or of the military guard,’ 

We have lately seen the town of Elmt-mb occupied and sacked by tribal Avil!.ih in 
hroad'dayllghti notwithstanding the presence in it of .a Turkish garrison of five 0 battalions 
with five guns; and interrupt itm nf the navigation of the Tigris by tribal insurrection 
lias been frequent in late years. Ii ss also possible that Bagdad city, hitherto (duipHt 
exempt from religious it mi racial animosities, may be more disturbed by such in future, 
in consequence partly of the grant of the constitution, which has. encouraged the nuii- 
Mahommeilan elements, and partly of the proceedings of that, occult body, the “ Com¬ 
mittee of Union and Prb|^reasi/' which is ant b fore ign and narrowly Turkish, 

\ the re lore do not think that the present is a suitable time for the removal of the 
military guard, which has existed since the foundation of the residency in 1798 ; or for 
sending away the " Comet/ 1 which alford* the means of placing European women and 
children beyond danger in an emergency; or for parting with thci extensive walled 
grounds of tho residency, which are capable of sheltering all the Europeans at Bagdad 
In case of disturbances. Yet one Of all of them must go, if any serious reduction of 
expenditure fe to be cheated The ship and guard being uMishud, the [irfsent 
residency builditigs would become needlessly extensive. 

Sente minor reductions of expenditure are possible, in my opinion, hut they art not 
of a fundamental character. 

it, 'Hie quest lm of dual control may be a diilicuLi one in Dersli ; but at Bagdad, 
Ht. far as my experience ami knowledge go, no iucuuveilietier attributable to dual control

The vali cannot hut treat with respect and attention a foreign representative whose 
establishments’ equal, if they do not efiel his own; and his social relations with the 
Brittsli residency arc a valuable check upon him from the point of view of British 
interests. This may sound absurd ; but it is really a serious aspect of the matter. One 
the weakest points about the new local government recently established hero is the 
in ill d lost anxiety of'the stuff, not excluding the vali himself, to stand well in European 
society. 

On the other hand, a British traveller just returned from northern Central Arabia 
lold me lately that the only foreign Power ever mentioned in his hearing by the 
inhabitants of Nejd was the British ; and that to them the residency at Bagdad was the 
chief emblem of the dignity and character of our Government.

Barclay^ telegram No. 374 of the 2Ut batant that there 
had been a mieundetiatanding in the matter. I asked M. Sazomnv to-day how it stood. 
He said that he regretted that, owing to j.n error made in ttfe Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, M, Poklewsky had been told that Ills Majesty f w Government asked not merely 
for the concurrence, but for the participation of the Russian Government in the loan. 
'Hie mistake has now been set right, but M. Poklcwsky laid culled attention to the 
point that the Russian Bank, by the terms of its concession, had the exclusive right 
to negotiate mortgages on Persian State property.

' OWING to the time of the year ami the absence of the present writer, there has 
been some unavoidable delay in replying to you r letter of the 19th August. 

Your letter deals separately with the views of Sir Edward Grey upon the respective 
claims of Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. and ourselves, and we will adopt the same 
order and take bis observations point by point, dealing first with the claim oT Messrs, 
Andrew Weir and Co.:—■ 

L Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. fully appreciate the Tact that, for the purpose of 
arriving at au exact figure of claim, the amount realised by eiii actual stile of the oxide 
would enable one side of the calculation to be fixed more definitely than in any other 
possible way, but they wish us to point out that anything in the nature of an immediate 
forced sale of the oxide would, in ilitir view and onrs t be very prejudicial to the bast 
interests of the Persian Government or the Mum, as the case may ho, because the 
amount of tho claim would thereby be increased, and of Messrs, F. C. Strirk and Co., 
who would be prejudiced by the Hooding of the market with oxide at a Torced sale 
price. At the same time Measre. Andrew Weir and Co. are quite prepared to carry 
oat 11 10 wishes of lbs Majesty’s Govenirncnt in this respect il, after consideration of 
1 ]]g circumstances we have pointed oat, it is still thought necessary that asale of the 
oxide should take place as a preliminary step to fixing the amount ol their chum, on 
the understanding, of course, that I ho interests of Messrs. Andrew air and Co, shall 
not be prejudiced, and in the meantime no opportunity h being missed of making any 
possible sale at a reasonable price, 

2. Sir Edward Grey’s second point relates to the other side of the calculation. 

Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co. fully appreciate tho fact ilmt in order to arrive at A just 
calculation there must lie a fair comparison bfltwwlL the value, whether realised by 
sale, ns suggested by Sir Edward Grey, or not, of tho oxide under present cireumstaiiccs 
and the suit■ of the oxide had Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co.s contract been loft 
undisturbed ami worked out in the ordinary and natural course of business. So far as 
any question of QuclMutkm of value enters into the latter part oE (his eoippariGon, if te 
probably enough for us to say at lids moment that there never has been for years past 
any reduction in Ike market value of oxide duo to trade causes* and, on tho contrary, 
that it has consistently increased in market value. _ .....

Ellinger had Ike pleasure of discus sing mailers with Mr. Norma u, 
on the 9th instant, the, feriiicr suggested that, under ike cireu [instances, it might be 
advisable that in tlte meantime a eetiJcincid should be pressed for of item A of Messrs.

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29th December, 11108 (see Enclosure 20), from which it will Tie seen that the Mum 
CKprgfdy recognised our right to 5 per cent., commission on oxide. We further 
enclose copies of Jotters (see Enclosures 21 to 24) in the years 1907, 1908, 1909, and 
1.010, in which we advised him that we have charged him 6 per cent commission on 
oxide sold under contract* with Messrs, E. C, Stridh and Co* and Messrs. Andrew Weir 
and Go. 

We trust- that this statement will be accepted as justifying, our position so far as 
the question of the right to commission at the particular rate claimed is concerned. 

(2.) Sir Edward Grey suggests that any commission to which wc may bo entitled 
should he recovered by us from the Main. It may be that theoretically we have a 
right of action against the Muin, but we would point out that our claim to commission 
stands upon exactly the same principle in this respect as the claim of Messrs. Andrew 
Weir ana Co. Their grievance is that they have sustained a loss because the oxide 
which they contracted to buy la as not been delivered. Our grievance is that we have 
sustained a loss by not receiving the commission that we should have received If the 
oxide had been delivered, in both cases alike the non-delivery of the oxide is the 
root of the claim, mid the non-delivery is due to the action of the Persian Government* 
and we respectfully submit that His Majesty'* Government are under obligations to 
see that we arc indemnified, regard being had to all the special mrcumtancea of this 
matter! which we have already fully laid before Sir Edward Grey. The fact that we 
are entitled in this respect to the same protection by Bis Majesty’** .Government aa 
Messrs. Andrew Weir and Co*, was fully recognised In Mr. Langley a letter to us of

('■>.) Sir Edward Grey distinguished our position with regard to the 31,000 tons 
referred to in the second item of our claim from the first item of claim, which 
depends upon the contract with Messrs, Andrew Weir and Co. 

Ln the first place, wo wish frankly to admit that we cannot, and do riotj claim as 
mi actual matter of contract between the Muin and oumdves that we are entitled to a 
claim of commission, ns such, upon this particular quantity of 31,000 tons. Our 
position broadly is that wo have been for many years the accredited agents of the 
Muin, and had every possible reason to suppose that we should continue to occupy 
that position, and to occupy it with special relation to the fata, that rho Muin had a 
perpetual concession, and a monopoly of Hornuisi oxide.

damage to ear eommoroial credit for having been allowed io offer on tlio Loudon 
market n property, the title to which is now suggested to be entirely bad, and to have 
been upheld by fraudulent moans. In assessing this claim at an amount representing 
(ho equivalent of commission upon a quantity of oxide that has actually been sola 
already over ami beyond the quantity in eluded in Messrs, Andrew Weir and Co.'s 
contract, and daring the currency of their contract, we submit that we have placed a 
very moderate usuesimieiil upon the compensation, to which, in all justice, wc are 
entitled lor having our agency swept away owing to the action of the Persian 
Govcnmu.nL 

If the Persian Government are still delaying preparation of the promised note, wo 
shall bo glad to hear that Ills Majesty's GovernuienL will nevertheless now proceed to 
press energetically for a Mottloiueut of our claims and those of Messrs. Andrew 
Weir and Co.
